W a s h in g to n , Sept. 20.—The officials 
at the state and war departments wel­ 
comed the notice sent yesterday to the 
A m e r ic a n people through The Asso­ 
ciated Press of the falsity of the stories 
describing the friction between the Fili- 
pauos and the American forces in 
Luzon. 
While the officials did not 
care to discuss the m atter for publica­ 
tion it was evident the main source of 
their satisfaction was the internal evi­ 
dence contained in the document that 
Aguinaldo had profited by the w arn­ 
ings of the American commanders and 
had gracefully receded from the arro­ 
gant attitude assumed by him just be­ 
fore General M erritt left Manila for 
Paris. 
While there is little in the official re­ 
ports that tends to contradict what the 
insurgent chief says, still it must be re­ 
called that both General Otis and Ad­ 
miral Dewey, in cable messages to 
Washington, have pointed out threat­ 
ening complications arising from the at­ 
titude of toe insurgents. The last ad­ 
vices received at the war department 
from Manila came from General Otis 
Friday last, and, while the officer re­ 
ferred to the agitation exhibited by the 
insurgents, he took care to state that he 
had troops enough in his opinion to 
meet any emergency. 
With tni8 statement from the com­ 
manding general on the scene of activ­ 
ity fresh in mind, the war department 
explanation for the dispatch of fresh re- 
lniorcemeuts for the American army at 
Manila, namely that it is but part of a 
movement originally planned, appears 
to warrant a further inquiry. The navy 
department is rushing preparations for 
tile start of the big battleships Oregon 
and Iowa to Honolulu. The purpose is 
to have them start on their long voyage 
by the end of the present month and 
according to the department calcula­ 
tions they should arrive at their destina­ 
tion by the end of January. There is 
little et!ort now made to conceal the 
fact that the department will have the 
ships met at Honolulu by a dispatch 
boat with orders to turn their prows 
westward to Manila. 
Battleships of this character are not 
needed to keep the Filipano insurgents 
in order, aud their assembling in Ma­ 
nila iii conjunction with the dispatch of 
heavy reinforcements of troops for the 
Ani' rican land forces cannot bat be re­ 
garded as significant. In well informed 
circles here it is said that the real pur­ 
pose of the president in making these 
preparations is to insure the peace com­ 
missioners against any interference in 
their work of disposing of tne future of 
the Philippine islands according to their 
best judgment. 
A long line of curious incidents to 
which one of the great European powers 
has been a party, has beyond question 
done much to cause a feeling of uneasi­ 
ness on the part of the administration, 
as tending to show a purpose to inter­ 
fere in oar free action in the Philip­ 
pines, and this has been only slightly 
diminished by apparently frank dis­ 
claimers of an ulterior purpose, be­ 
cause the incidents continue quietly 
and m a manner calculated to avoid at­ 
tracting attention. Bach for instance 
is the gathering of naval vessels to the 
south of the Philippine group, the only 
explanation of which, coming from 
native sources, it is true, but still bear­ 
ing marks of genuineness, is a purpose 
of acquiring either by seizure or by 
some secret pact w ith the Spanish gov­ 
ernment the im portant island of Pala­ 
wan. 
This particular island forms one side 
of the gateway through which must 
pass all of the extensive commerce that 
nows between Australia, Micronesia 
and Southern China. The passage is 
narrow, aud if the islands of the Philip­ 
pine group are to be retained, outside of 
Luzon this island of Palawan most be 
“ePt, as forming one side of the gate- 
Way.

“ There has been absolutely no change 
in Russian sentiment or policy toward 
the United States, nor does there exist 
a reason for such a change within my 
knowledge. 
Russian policy does not 
conflict with interests of the United 
States in any part of the world, no 
more in China than in England. 
Rus­ 
sia seoks on.y peaceful and friendly re­ 
lations with all other nations.” 
The correspondent reminded the am- 
oassador that the American people were 
now asked by English writers to believe 
that some of the continental powers 
uad sought to arrange for international 
utervention on behalf of Spain in this 
rec ent war, and that this plan of action 
uad been uefeated by the reinsal of 
Great Britain to be a party to it, or even 
to consent to see other powers engage 
in it, thereby placing this 
country 
under a new aud special obligation to 
the British people. 
“I never heard that there was such a 
proposition by any of the powers,” 
said Count Cassini, “on the contrary, 
ad the powers carefully maintained 
their neutrality throughout the war 
between the United States and Spain.” 
L pon the subject of the Philippines 
the ambassador had no opinion to ex­ 
press, his attitude being that merely of 
an observer of what is happening in 
that part of the world.

W ashington, Sept. 20.—The officials 
at the state and w ar departm ents wel 
corned the notice sent yesterday to the 
American people through The Asso­ 
ciated Press of the falsity of the stories 
describing the friction between the Fili- 
panos aud tho American 
forces in 
Luzon. 
W hile the officials did not 
care to discuss the m atter for publica­ 
tion it was evident the main source of 
their satisfaction was the internal evi­ 
dence contained in the document that 
Aguinaldo had protited by the w arn­ 
ings of the American commanders and 
had gracefully receded from the arro­ 
gant attitude assumed by him ju st be­ 
fore General M erritt left M anila for 
Paris. 
While there is little in the official re­ 
ports that tends to contradict w hat the 
insurgent chief says, still it m ust be re­ 
called th at both General Otis and Ad­ 
miral Dewey, in cable messages to 
W ashington, have pointed out th reat­ 
ening complications arising from the a t­ 
titude of tne insurgents. 
The last ad­ 
vices received at the w ar departm ent 
from M anila came from General Otis 
Friday last, and, while the officer re­ 
ferred to the agitation exhibited by the 
insurgents, he took care to state th at he 
had troops enough in his opinion to 
meet any emergency. 
W ith tm s statem ent from the com­ 
manding general on the scene of activ­ 
ity fresh in mind, the w ar departm ent 
explanation for the dispatch of fresh re- 
miorcements for the American arm y at 
Manila, nam ely th at it is but part of a 
movement originally planned, appears 
to w arrant a further inquiry. The navy 
departm ent is rushing preparations for 
tile start of the big battleships Oregon 
aud Iowa to Honolulu. 
The purpose is 
to have them start on their long voyage 
by the end of the present m onth and 
according to the departm ent calcula­ 
tions they should arrive at their destina­ 
tion by the end of January. 
There is 
little effort now made to conceal the 
fact th at the departm ent will have the 
ships m et at Honolulu by a dispatch 
beat w ith orders to turn their prows 
westward to Manila. 
Battleships of this character are not 
needed to keep the Filipano insurgents 
in order, and their assembling in M a­ 
nila in conjunction with the dispatch of 
heavy reiniorcem ents of troops for the 
Aim rican land forces cannot but be re ­ 
garded as significant. In well informed 
circles here it is said that the real pur­ 
pose of tho president in m aking these 
preparations is to insure the peace com­ 
missioners against any interference in 
their work or disposing of the future of 
the Philippine islands according to their 
best judgm ent. 
A long line of curious incidents to 
which one of the great European powers 
has been a party, has beyond question 
done much to cause a feeling of uneasi­ 
ness on the part of the adm inistration, 
as tending to show a purpose to in ter­ 
fere in our free action in the Philip­ 
pines, and this has been only slightly 
diminished by apparently frank dis­ 
claimers of an ulterior purpose, be­ 
cause the incidents continue quietly 
and in a m anner calculated to avoid a t­ 
tracting attention. 
Bach for instance 
is the gathering of naval vessels to the 
south of the Philippine group, the only 
explanation of which, coming from 
native sources, it is true, but still bear­ 
ing marks of genuineness, is a purpose 
of acquiring either by seizure or by 
some secret pact w ith the Spanish gov­ 
ernment the im portant island of Pala­ 
wan. 
This particular island forms one side 
of the gatew ay through which m ust 
Pass ali of the extensive commerce th at 
dows between Australia, Micronesia 
and .Southern China. 
The passage is 
narrow, and if the islands of the Philip­ 
pine group are to be retained, outside of 
Luzon this island of Palaw an m ust be 
“opt. as form ing one side of the gate­ 
way. 
it is gathered th at it is the pur­ 
pose of the president, therefore, to pre­ 
vent the alienation by Spain of any of 
the Philippine group, and th at these 
Preparations, naval as well as m ilitary, 
are nut steps tow ard the execution of 
his purpose.

Of the latest war news the item that 
most closely concerns the far east is the 
announcement that the future of the 
Philippines, oonoerning which the Unit­ 
ed States government is clearly unable 
to make up its mind definitely, is to be 
considered by a joint commission of 
American and Spanish delegates. That 
statement, if authentic, as there is every 
reason to suppose it to be, may well 
give cause for anxiety to all who are 
interested in the maintenance of the 
balance of power in the far east, who 
desire to see peace prevail and com­ 
merce prosper and who are convinced 
that by retaining a large degree of con 
trol over the Philippines the United 
States would thereby be doing no more 
than assuming that position as a great 
power on the Pacific that it is right and 
necessary for her to acquire. 
It may well be asked why, in the an­ 
nouncement of the proposed institution 
of a Hispano-American joint commis­ 
sion for the determination of the future 
of the Philippines, there should be ap­ 
prehended any possibility of peril. Our 
reply is that the danger Is to be found 
in tho presumption, in the fact of the 
creation of such a commission, that the 
result to be arrived at must be of the 
nature of a compromise between the in­ 
terests of the two parties to the discus­ 
sion. Compromise, to our thinking and 
according to our estimate of the situa­ 
tion, would in such a matter be fatal to 
the cause of lasting peace. 
To compare, in passing, the relative 
positions of the populations of Cuba and 
of the Philippines under Spanish rule 
it is true to say that while the easier 
opportunity for American intervention 
was apparent in the Caban ease, partly 
owing to proximity and the resultant 
commingling of commercial interests, 
yet the dire necessity for intervention 
from some hnmane quarter or other was 
far more clamant in the ease of the 
Philippines. It is proper to assume that 
in both cases, Caba and the Philip­ 
pines, the main features of Spanish ad­ 
ministration—call 
it maladministra­ 
tion if yon w ill—were practically iden­ 
tical, and that therefore all the o o h a e 
qnent grievances and disabilities that 
ensued to the disadvantage of the two 
populations were similar in nature and 
perhaps in intensity. 
Had that been all the mild and tract 
able Filipino population might never 
have showed intolerance of Spanish rule 
in the way in whioh their brothers in 
misfortune in Cuba have done. 
Bm; 
within the Philippines there has existed 
for centuries a dominant power that 
has absolutely overridden the entire 
civil and military executive and by its 
influence over these has in effect helc 
in the hollow of its hand the lives anc 
fortunes of eaoh individual Filipino be 
yond all hope of appeal for protection 
to the ordinary tribunals of the law 
We refer, of course, to the great relii 
gions fraternities who sway to their arbi 
trary w ill every power of church anc 
state in the Philippines. Their mem 
hers, in many instances, are grasping, 
unscrupulous and vicious. It has been 
related by those who know that the 
honor of wife or the virtue of daughter 
of the unlucky Filipino is held at the 
disposal of the fraile on demand. Re­ 
sistance to such a demand means certain 
denouncement of the viotim to the civil 
power as a “ Freemason” or a “ sympa­ 
thizer with insurrectos. ” 
The civil official knows much better 
than to question any charge of this kind 
emanating from such a source, and the 
unlucky man vanishes, perhaps forever, 
from his family. 
What goes on in 
Philippine prisons without trial in the 
way of torture, misery, thirst, starva­ 
tion, mutilation and murder has been 
of late a common enough theme. These 
religions orders have, it is well known, 
been expelled from Spain. They have no 
existence in Caba, but the unfortunate 
Spanish colony of the Philippines has 
been their happy hunting grounds for 
many generations. 
It is against the intolerable centuries 
of oppression and extortion at the hands 
of these religious incorporations and 
their pliant tools of the civil power that 
the Filipinos have entered upon their 
struggle, now at last crowned with suc­ 
cess owing to the encouraging influence 
and aid of Admiral Dewey. By this in­ 
stitution of a joint Spanish-American 
commission as to the Philippines what 
is likely to ensue? First of all, it is to 
be remembered that the American dele­ 
gates will not be able to forget that 
Spain has been defeated, her fleets have 
been wiped out, Cuba removed from her 
jurisdiction, Porto Rico surrendered, 
while the United States declines to con­ 
sent to take over any of the undoubted 
immense pecuniary indebtedness of ei­ 
ther Cuba or Porto Rico.

If it 
means, in any degree, a survival of 
Spanish authority; if it means the con­ 
tinued action of the slenderest powers 
of the obnoxious, cruel and extortionate 
religious fraternities; ii it means that 
these (as of necessity always) are to re­ 
tain an arbitrary power of bending the 
civil, magisterial and judicial officials 
to their irresponsible will, then indeed 
will the last state of the people of the 
Philippines be worse than the first, for 
the very first impulse of the Spanish 
power, as much as may be left of it, in­ 
spired by the deadliest animosity of the 
frailes, will be toward the crushing, 
the extermination, of every man and 
woman who had dared to strive for 
cquitv^istice, impartial government, 
freedom and liberty of thought, speech 
and action in the Philippines. For 
America thequestion is this: “ Is Amer­ 
ica, after rousing hopes, after counte­ 
nancing the shedding of blood in aspira­ 
tion to those blessings of liberty and 
justice which are the root and founda­ 
tion of national life of the United 
States, to abandon the simple people of 
the Philippines to a fate which to com­ 
prehend is to shudder at?” Of course 
America does not know. How can she? 
But it is right and fair to say, from an 
absolutely impartial and unbiased point 
of view—if there be bias at all it is in 
the direction of a desire to vindicate 
American honor and reputation for 
justice—that, whatever the 
cause of 
the Cubans be worth, that of the Fi- 
i pinos, from the poignancy of their suf­ 
ferings and the hopelessness of their 
sighs for the barest rights of humanity, 
deserves an infinitely deeper and more 
Hectical 
sympathy. 
Their spiritual 
rulers—we do not refer to the simple 
village secular priesthood, most of them 
true Filipinos—have been practically 
so many Torqnemadas to them. Every­ 
body should know and understand what 
that means. If, then, the joint commis­ 
sion is to imply the smallest reassertion 
of Spanish authority over the Philip­ 
pines—and the temptation to accord it 
is no small one—the American people, 
or their mandatories, will be responsi­ 
ble for the beginning of an interminable 
civil war in the Philippines, where 
now, within the jurisdiction of Agui­ 
naldo and his civil magistrates, all is 
peace; life and property, even of Span­ 
iards, respected; revenue peacefully col­ 
lected and applied to public purposes, 
and all the decencies of good govern­ 
ment and justice faithfully and impar­ 
tially observed. Is that to be undone 
forever, with all the bitterness of disap­ 
pointment and despair such a result will 
entail? America must answer the ques­ 
tion ; she alone. 
But it is more than civil war that 
President McKinley will bring in sight 
if he sanctions so obviously risky a 
thing as this joint commission, with all 
its inevitable programme of compromise 
and concession to Spain, unthinking of 
all that that may mean to hapless mil­ 
lions who have burned their bridges be­ 
hind them and gone hand in hand with 
American soldiers and sailors to the 
liberation of their country from a rule 
that has proved itself Chinese in its 
barbarous indifference to the miseries 
of the ruled. We cannot believe it. If 
in America they coaid realize the facts 
of the situation in the Philippines! But 
by the fact of the creation of this com­ 
mission they too clearly know not what 
thfiv do. 
. . . 
Then, again, is it not easy to see that, 
once grant Spain the most nominal re­ 
covery of her authority over the Phil­ 
ippines, or even a portion of the Philip­ 
pines, the way to external intrigue on 
the part of foreign nations, whom it is 
needless to specify, is thrown thereby 
wide open. Spain has been beaten in 
the war. Does America think that Spain 
will forget this or forgive it? What 
will be the inevitable weapon of re­ 
venge? A foreign combination certainly. 
And how can that best be promoted? 
Obviously by the opening up of a way 
for foreign intervention in the Philip­ 
pines which will bo of such a character 
as to challenge and to break up any ar 
raugement that a joint commission may 
come to which recognizes any concur­ 
rent status of Spain and the United 
States in the Philippines and any of the 
dependencies thereof. 
To the thoughtful and impartial od- 
server there is but one way—only one. 
The United States must so act as at 
once to secure the permanent happiness 
and liberties of the hitherto oppressed 
Filipino nation and to preserve the is­ 
lands from becoming the theater of ex­ 
ternal intrigues, connived at by Spain, 
which shall have for their object the 
extinction of the newly exerted and al­ 
together beneficent influence of Ameri­ 
ca in the far east and the disturbance 
of political power in such a manner as 
to paralyze the action of the peace lov 
ing and commerce promoting nationali­ 
ties already well established on the 
shores of the Pacific—Britain, Japan 
and the United States. The collective 
interests, political and commercial, of 
these powers are of an absolutely over 
whelming character, and the less the 
chance of conspiracy to disturb those 
interests the better for humanity at 
I large.

Butterflies flit For Hoar* Sacking Moro 
Moisture Than Needed. 
By means of a large number of ob­ 
servations Mr. J. W. Tntt is able to 
confirm what has been stated by other 
observers that certain butterflies and 
moths are very much addicted to drink. 
In a paper published in the “ proceed- j 
iugs” of the South London Entomolog- I 
ical and Natural History society Mr. 
Tutt says there can be no doubt that 
butterflies drink more than is required 
by theii tissues under any possible con­ 
ditions. 
He has known Polyommatus 
damon to sit for more than an hoar mo­ 
tionless except for the slight movement 
of sucking up and discharging the 
moisture almost continuously. 
What this internal bath may really 
mean cannot be surmised. Another im­ 
portant factor as to this drinking habit 
is a strange one, the “ thirsty souls,” 
as far as his observation goes, being al­ 
most entirely males. 
Possibly if exact 
observations could be made it might be 
found that females in small numbers 
also visit puddles, pools and streams 
for drinking purposes, but as far as Mr 
Tutt has been able to discover it is the 
males alone who indulge in these copi­ 
ous libations, while the females are 
away laying eggs. 
Moths and butter­ 
flies of both sexes visit sugar, overripe 
fruit and similar dainties, but they do 
so for food. The males alone seem to be 
attracted by pure water, and Mr. Tutt 
suggests that, their extra activity hav­ 
ing originally given them greater need 
in this direction, a habit which was at

Of the latest war news the item that 
most closely concerns the far east is the 
announcement that the future of the 
Philippines, concerning which tho U nit­ 
ed States government is clearly unable 
to make ap its mind definitely, is to be 
considered by a joint commission of 
American and Spanish delegates. That 
statement, if authentic, as there is every 
reason to suppose it to be, may well 
give cause for anxiety to all who are 
interested in the maintenance of the 
balance of power in the far east, who 
desire to see peace prevail and com­ 
merce prosper and who are convinced 
that by retaining a large degree of con­ 
trol over the Philippines the United 
States woald thereby be doing no more 
than assuming that position as a great 
power on the Pacific that it is right and 
necessary for her to acquire. 
It may well be asked why, in the an­ 
nouncement of the proposed institution 
of a Hispano-American joint commis­ 
sion for tho determination of the future 
of the Philippines, there should be ap­ 
prehended any possibility of peril. Our 
reply is that the danger Is to be found 
in tho presumption, in the fact of the 
creation of such a commission, that tho 
result to be arrived at must be of the 
nature of a compromise between the in­ 
terests of the two parties to the discus­ 
sion. Compromise, to our thinking and 
according to oar estimate of the situa­ 
tion, would in such a m atter be fatal to 
the cause of lasting peace. 
To compare, in passing, the relative 
positions of the populations of Caba and 
of the Philippines under Spanish rule 
it is true to say that while the easier 
opportunity for American intervention 
was apparent in the Caban case, partly 
owing to proximity and the resultant 
commingling of commercial interests, 
yet the dire necessity for intervention 
from some humane qnarter or other was 
far more clamant in the case of the 
Philippines. It is proper to assume that 
in both cases, Caba and the Philip­ 
pines, the main features of Spanish ad­ 
ministration—call 
it maladministra­ 
tion if yon w ill—were practically iden­ 
tical, and that therefore all the conse­ 
quent grievances and disabilities that 
ensued to the disadvantage of the two 
populations were similar in nature and 
perbpps in intensity. 
Had that been all the mild and tract­ 
able Filipino population might never 
have showed intolerance of Spanish rule 
in the way in which their brothers in 
misfortune in Cuba have done. 
But 
within the Philippines there has existed 
for centuries a dominant power that 
has absolutely overridden the entire 
civil and m ilitary executive and by its 
influence over these has in effect held 
in the hollow of its hand the lives and 
fortunes of each individual Filipino be­ 
yond all hope of appeal for protection 
to the ordinary tribunals of the law. 
We refer, of course, to the great reli­ 
gions fraternities who sway to their arbi­ 
trary will every power of church and 
state in the Philippines. Their mem­ 
bers, in many instances, are grasping, 
unscrupulous and vicious. It has been 
related by those who know that the 
honor of wife or the virtue of daughter 
of the nnlncky Filipino is held at the 
disposal of the fraile on demand. Re­ 
sistance to such a demand means certain 
denouncement of the victim to the civil 
power as a “ Freemason” or a “ sympa­ 
thizer with insurrectos. ” 
The civil official knows mach better 
than to question any charge of this kind 
emanating from such a source, and the 
unlucky man vanishes, perhaps forever, 
from his family. 
What goes on in 
Philippine prisons without trial in the 
way of torture, misery, thirst, starva­ 
tion, m utilation and murder has been 
of late a common enough theme. These 
religious orders have, it is well known, 
been expelled from Spain. They have no 
existence in Cuba, but the unfortunate 
Spanish colony of the Philippines has 
been their happy hunting grounds for 
many generations. 
It is against the intolerable centuries 
of oppression and extortion at the hands 
of these religious incorporations and 
their pliant tools of the civil power that 
the Filipinos have entered upon their 
struggle, now at last crowned with suc­ 
cess owing to the encouraging influence 
and aid of Admiral Dewey. By this in­ 
stitution of a joint Spanish-American 
commission as to the Philippines what 
is likely to ensue? First of all, it is to 
be remembered that the American dele­ 
gates will not be able to forget that 
Spain has been defeated, her fleets have 
been wiped out, Cuba removed from her 
jurisdiction, Porto Rico surrendered, 
while the United States declines to con­ 
sent to take over any of the undoubted 
immense pecuniary indebtedness of ei­ 
ther Cuba or Porto Rico. 
Knowing all 
that and going into conference with the 
delegates of the defeated power with 
the express object of treating with them 


over wont nas been apparently oeliber 
ately left as an open question—the des­ 
tiny cf the Philippines—ran it humanly 
be wondered at if the tendency in the 
mind of tho American delegates will be 
irresistibly toward concession aud alle­ 
viation of the terms, so as to enable 
rpain to say that out of the general 
wreck of her colonial fortunes she had 
eaved some shreds of hor ancient digni­ 
ties and possessions? 
But what will all this mean? If it 
means, in any degree, a survival of 
Spanish authority; if it means the con 
tin Qed action of the slenderest powers 
of the obnoxious, cruel and extortionate 
religious fraternities; it it moans that 
these (as of necessity always) are to re­ 
tain an arbitrary power of bending the 
civil, magisterial and judicial officials 
to their irresponsible will, then indeed 
will the last state of the people of the 
Philippines be worse than the first, for 
the very first impulse of the Spanish 
power, as much as may be left of it, in­ 
spired by the deadliest animosity of the 
frailer will be toward the crushing, 
the extermination, of every man and 
woman who had dared to strive for 
iq u ity ^ istice, impartial government, 
freedom and liberty of thought, speech 
and action in the Philippines. 
For 
America the question is this: “ Is Amer­ 
ica, after rousing hopes, after counte­ 
nancing the shedding of blood in aspira­ 
tion to those blessings of liberty and 
justice which are the root and founda­ 
tion of national life of the United 
States, to abandon the simple people of 
the Philippines to a fate which to com­ 
prehend is to shudder at?” Of course 
America does not know. How can she? 
But it is right and fair to say, from an 
absolutely impartial and unbiased point 
of view—if there be bias at all it is in 
the direction of a desire to vindicate 
American honor and reputation for 
justice—that, whatever the cause of 
the Cubans be worth, that of the F i­ 
lipinos, from the poignancy of their suf­ 
ferings and the hopelessness of their 
sighs for the barest rights of humanity, 
deserves an infinitely deeper and more 
practical 
sympathy. 
Their spiritual 
rulers—we do not refer to the simple 
village secular priesthood, most of them 
true Filipinos—have been practically 
so many Torquemadas to them. Every­ 
body should know and understand what 
that means. If, then, the joint commis­ 
sion is to imply the smallest reassertion 
of Spanish authority over the Philip­ 
pines—and the temptation to accord it 
is no small one—the American people, 
or their mandatories, will be responsi­ 
ble for the beginning of an interminable 
civil war in the Philippines, where 
now, within the jurisdiction of Agui­ 
naldo and his civil magistrates, all is 
peace; life and property, even of Span­ 
iards, respected; revenue peacefully col­ 
lected and applied to public purposes, 
and all the decencies of good govern­ 
ment and justice faithfully and im par­ 
tially observed. Is that to be undone 
forever, with all the bitterness of disap­ 
pointment and despair such a result will 
entail? America must answer the ques­ 
tion ; she alone. 
But it is more than civil war that 
President McKinley will bring in sight 
if he sanctions so obviously risky a 
thing as this joint commission, w ith all 
its inevitable programme of compromise 
and concession to Spain, unthinking of 
all that that may mean to hapless m il­ 
lions who have burned their bridges be­ 
hind them and gone hand in hand with 
American soldiers and sailors to the 
liberation of their country from a rule 
that has proved itself Chinese in its 
barbarous indifference to the miseries 
of the ruled. We cannot believe it. If 
in America they could realize the facts 
of the situation in the Philippines! But 
by the fact of the creation of this com­ 
mission they too clearly know not what 
thev do. 
Then, again, is it not easy to see that, 
once grant Spain the most nominal re­ 
covery of her authority over the Phil­ 
ippines, or even a portion of the Philip­ 
pines, the way to external intrigue on 
the part of foreign nations, whom it is 
needless to specify, is thrown thereby 
wide open. Spain has been beaten in 
the war. Does America think that Spain 
will forget this or forgive it? What 
will be the inevitable weapon of re­ 
venge? A foreign oombination certainly. 
And how can that best be promoted? 
Obviously by the opening up of a way 
for foreign intervention in the Philip­ 
pines which will bo of such a character 
as to challenge and to break up any ar 
rangement that a joint commission ma; 
come to which recognizes any concur­ 
rent status of Spain and the United 
States in the Philippines and any of the 
dependencies thereof. 
To the thoughtful and im partial ob­ 
server there is hut one way—only one. 
The United States must so act as at 
once to secure the permanent happiness 
and Ii berties of the hitherto oppressed 
Filipino nation and to preserve the is­ 
lands from becoming the theater of ex­ 
ternal intrigues, connived at by Spain, 
which shall have for their object the 
extinction of the newly exerted and al­ 
together beneficent influence of Ameri­ 
ca in the far east and the disturbance 
of political power in such a manner as 
to paralyze the action of the peace lov­ 
ing and commerce promoting nationali­ 
ties already well established on the 
shores of the Pacific—Britain, Japan 
and the United States. The collective 
interests, political and commercial, of 
these powers are of an absolutely over­ 
whelming character, and the less the 
chance of conspiracy to disturb those 
interests the better for humanity at 
large. 


Does America aeliberately mean to 
abandon in the far east its present mag­ 
nificent opportunity of usefulness to 
civilization? We refuse to believe it. 
The joint commission idea, even with a 
Filipino representation thrown in to 
give genuine evidence aud see fair play, 
is a peril to the interests of tho United 
States and to the general interest of all 
pacific nations—that, too, even if it 
were beld at Manila, as it would need 
lo he. The only solution is an American 
protectorate, ostensibly temporary, pos­ 
sibly, over the Philippines, thus at once 
furnishing a lever for the liberation 
and elevation of a long oppressed and 
much enduring people and a security 
against the intrusion of disturbing in­ 
fluences permanently unfriendly to the 
United States and to the nations whose 
sympathies and aspirations in the Pa­ 
cific ocean are thoroughly consonant 
with her own.—Singapore Free Press. 


INSECT”HEAVY DRINKERS. 


Butterflies Sit For Hoars Sacking Move 
Moisture Than Needed. 
By means of a large number of ob­ 
servations Mr. J. W. Tntt is able to 
confirm what has been stated by other 
observers that certain butterflies and 
moths are very much addicted to drink. 
In a paper published in the “ proceed­ 
ings” of the South Loudon Entomolog­ 
ical and Natural History society Mr. 
Tntt says there can be no doubt that 
butterflies drink more than is required 
by theii tissues under any possible con­ 
ditions. 
He has known Polyommatus 
damou to sit for more than an hour mo­ 
tionless except for the slight movement 
of sucking up and discharging the 
moisture almost continuously. 
What this internal bath may really 
mean cannot be surmised. Another im­ 
portant factor as to this drinking habit 
is a strange one, the “ thirsty souls,’’ 
as far as his observation goes, being al­ 
most entirely males. 
Possibly if exact 
observations could be made it might be 
found that females in small numbers 
also visit puddles, pools and streams 
for drinking purposes, but as far as Mr 
Tutt bas been able to discover it is the 
males alone who indnlge in these copi­ 
ous libations, while the females are 
away laying eggs. 
Moths and butter­ 
flies of both sexes visit sugar, overripe 
fruit and similar dainties, but they do 
so for food. The males alone seem to be 
attracted by pure water, and Mr. Tutt 
suggests that, their extra activity hav­ 
ing originally given them greater need 
in this direction, a habit which was at 
first a necessity bps become so pleasur­ 
able that excessive drinking has literal­ 
ly become a vice.

Charming German Method of Summoning 
Church Worshipers. 
While religions nmsio will doubtless 
live as long as religion itself there is 
one branch of it—if musio it can be 
called—which is luckily becoming ob­ 
solete. 
I refer to bells and chimes. 
I 
shall never forget the look of distress 
with which a famous organist once said 
to me that whenever he beard a set of 
chimes he wished he could put his ears 
in his pocket. 
In these days of f I nickel watches 
bells are no longer needed to inform 
people when the service begins. 
They 
are, moreover, a decided nuisance, and 
often a dangerous one, for they have 
killed many invalids whose life depend­ 
ed upon a few hours’ sleep, which the 
bells murdered. In New York bell ring­ 
ing has been frequently stopped on ac­ 
count of complaints to the board of 
health. 
If it seems desirable to have a means 
of summoning worshipers to church, 
why not adopt the delightful old custom 
that is still observed in some south Ger­ 
man villages and in the city of Stutt­ 
gart?

In all my musical experience I have 
never heard anything more thrilling 
than those majestic harmonies in the 
air, which seemed to come straight 
from heaven. 
If oar churches would 
adopt this custom and these celestial 
sounds became associated w ith religious 
experiences, they might arouse the dor­ 
mant devotion of many a one who other­ 
wise would pass the church door by.—

Mr. Charles Den by, for more than 13 
years minister of the United States in 
China, is perhaps better qualified than 
any other American to speak intelli­ 
gently on all questions relating to the 
orient, and what he has to say there­ 
fore on the subject of the Philippines 
is worthy of special consideration. In a 
long conversation the other day the re­ 
tiring minister gave me his views upon 
the entire situation in the orient, and 
especially the position which the United 
States should assume, so as to secure 
the greatest commercial advantages in 
those countries which are now opening 
np to western civilization. So impor­ 
tant does he consider this subject of 
commercial expansion in the orient that 
he deems the qnestion of the disposition 
of the Philippines largely subordinate 
to it and would solve it in the manner 
best calculated to insure the develop­ 
ment of American commerce. 
“ Heretofore,” said Mr. Den by, “ the 
United States has been compelled to 
stand by in China and witness the strife 
of the other great commercial nations 
of the world to obtain advantages that 
were in many instances opposed to our 
interests. While Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Bassia have obtained foot­ 
holds, naval stations and cessions of 
ports and territory we have made no ef­ 
forts in that direction and have not en­ 
tered a protest against the aggression of 
other nations. 
“ Now, the victory of Admiral Dewey 
in Manila bay and the subsequent tak­ 
ing of Manila have changed all this. 
We have a naval, military and com­ 
mercial base in the orient, and it will 
not be necessary for ne to take any posi­ 
tion on the mainland. The only qnes­ 
tion before the American peace commis­ 
sioners, in my opinion, should be 
whether the United States should re­ 
tain the whole of the Philippine group 
or only the island of Luzon. I cannot 
conceive th at it should be proposed to 
keep less than the island of Luzon, and 
my own view is that we should keep 
the entire group of the Philippines. It 
may be that from my long term of 
service in China my views as to the 
importance of that part of the world 
may be exaggerated, but now, after 
long waiting, we are offered an oppor­ 
tunity to take a leading part in the 
commercial development of the orient, 
and I, for one, hope that we will take 
such action as will be of the greatest 
benefit to the people of the United 
States. ” 
I asked Mr. Denby what he thought 
would be the effect of the retention of 
only the island of Luzon and the return 
of all the other islands to Spain— 
whether under such circumstances a 
larger force of men would be required | 
to preserve order and maintain the posi­ 
tion of the United States than would 
be needed if the entire group should be 
held. “ It is quite possible,” said he, j 
“ that if we should return all the is-; 
lands but Luzon to Spain 
if Spaiu ‘ 


should succeed in re-establishing aer 
authority over them the proximity of 
that power to us in the neighboring is­ 
lands would generate friction, which 
might require us to keep a larger mili­ 
tary force there than we otherwise 
would and might endanger the peace. 
There would also be danger of a war in 
which we might possibly be involved 
if any of the other nations of Europe 
should undertake to take control of the 
islands.” 
I asked Mr. Denby whether he thought 
it would be necessary for the United 
States to maintain a large military force 
permanently in the Philippines, if ail 
the islands should be retained. “ There 
we come to the real point of most of the 
opposition to taking all of the islands, ” 
was the reply. “ It is the fear that it 
would necessitate a 
large standing 
army, and there are in the United States 
a large number of persons who are op­ 
posed to a large army. I would not un­ 
dertake to say how many troops would 
be required in the Philippines. That is 
a question for a military expert. I am 
of the opinion, however, that after the 
islands had onoe been pacified a com­ 
paratively small force of men would be 
sufficient. Of course it might require a 
larger navy.” 
While appreciating the importance of 
the trade of the Philippines themselves, 
especially in hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
Mr. Denby does not consider that of the 
first importance in determining whether 
the islands should be held by the United 
States. He believes that with the Phil­ 
ippines in our possession and the Ha­ 
waiian Islands as a stepping stone in the 
middle of the Pacific the United States 
would take a commanding position in 
the east and would obtain a large share 
of the commercial benefits of the open­ 
ing up of China.

But scarcely had she crept 
in and drawn the three children after 
her when another shell, leaving the 
cannon’s mouth at Kalafat, nearly two 
miles away, dropped into the same hole 
and blew mother and children to atoms. 
To the Turks the grim exception was a 
vivid illustration of their doctrine of 
kismet, or fate. The woman’s hour bad 
come; kismet led her into that hole; it 
was the place assigned for her departure 
from earth. 
Another shell struok the angle of a 
house, tore down the walls and reduced 
.one half of a room to ruins. In the oth­ 
er half of the room were a Turkish wo­ 
man and two children. They were not 
even hurt. Their kismet, according to 
Turkish ideas, saved them.

EX-MINISTER DENBY FAVORS HOLD­ 
ING ALL THE PHILIPPINES. 


The N e w s R e v ie w for news. 


S ays W e H a v e a G rea t O p p o r tu n ity 
to F ir m ly E n ta b lish O ur C o m m er ce 
W ith th e F a s t —P r e d ic ta T r o u b le if 
W e K e e p O n ly L u io n . 


Mr. Charles Denby, for more than 13 
years minister of the United States in 
China, is perhaps better qualified than 
any other American to speak intelli­ 
gently on all questions relating to the 
orient, and what he has to say there 
fore on the subject of the Philippines 
is worthy of special consideration. In a 
long conversation the other day the re­ 
tiring minister gave me his views upon 
the entire situation in the orient, and 
especially the position which the United 
States should assume, so as to secure 
the greatest commercial advantages in 
those countries which are now opening 
up to western civilization. So impor­ 
tant does he consider this subject of 
commercial expansion in the orient that 
he deems the question of the disposition 
of the Philippines largely snbordinate 
to it and would solve it in the manner 
beet calculated to insure the develop­ 
ment of American commerce. 
“ Heretofore,” said Mr. Denby, “ the 
United States has been compelled to 
stand by in China and witness the strife 
of the other great commercial nations 
of the world to obtain advantages that 
were in many instances opposed to our 
interests. While Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Russia have obtained foot­ 
holds, naval stations and cessions of 
ports and territory we have made no ef­ 
forts in that direction and have not en­ 
tered a protest against the aggression of 
other nations. 
“ Now, the victory of Admiral Dewey 
in Manila bay and the subsequent tak­ 
ing of Manila have changed all this. 
We have a naval, m ilitary and com­ 
mercial base in the orient, nnd it will 
not be necessary for us to take any posi­ 
tion on the mainland. 
The only ques­ 
tion before the American peace commis­ 
sioners, 
in my opinion, should be 
whether the United States should re­ 
tain the whole of the Philippine group 
or only the island of Luzon. 
I cannot 
conceive th a i it should be proposed to 
keep less than the island of Luzon, and 
my own view is that we should keep 
the entire group of the Philippines. It 
may be that from my long term of 
service in China my views as to the 
importance of that part of the world 
may be exaggerated, but now, after 
long waiting, we are offered an oppor­ 
tunity to take a leading part in the 
commercial development of the orient, 
and I, for one, hope that we will take 
such action as will be of the greatest 
benefit to the people of the United 
States. ’ ’ 
I asked Mr. Denby what he thought I 
would be the effect of the retention of 
only the island of Luzon and the return 
of all the other islands to Spain— 
whether under such circumstances a : 
larger force of men would be required 
to preserve order and maintain the posi­ 
tion of the United States than would 1 
be needed if the entire group should be 
held. 
“ It is quite possible,” said he, 
“ that if we should return all the is­ 
lands but Luzon to Spain and if Spain ‘ 


should succeed in re-establlsnmg ber 
authority over them the proximity of 
that power to us in the neighboring is­ 
lands would generate friction, which 
might require us to keep a larger mili­ 
tary force there than we otherwise 
would and might endanger the peace. 
There would also be danger of a war in 
which we might possibly be involved 
if any of the other nations of Europe 
should undertake to take control of the 
islands. ” 
I asked Mr. Denby whether he thought 
it would be necessary for the United 
States to maintain a large m ilitary force 
permanently in the Philippines, if all 
the islands should be retained. “ There 
we come to the real point of most of the 
opposition to taking all of the islands, ” 
was the reply. 
“ It is the fear that it 
would necessitate a 
large standing 
army, and there are in the United States 
a large number of persons who are op­ 
posed to a large army. I would not un­ 
dertake to say how many troops would 
be required in the Philippines. That is 
a question for a m ilitary expert. I am 
of the opinion, however, that after the 
islands had once been pacified a com­ 
paratively small force of men would be 
sufficient. Of course it might require a 
larger navy. ” 
While appreciating the importance of 
the trade of the Philippines themselves, 
especially in hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
Mr. Denby does not consider that of the 
first importance in determining whether 
the islands should be held by the United 
States. He believes that with the Phil­ 
ippines in our possession and the Ha­ 
waiian Islands as a stepping stone in the 
middle of the Pacific the United States 
would take a commanding position in 
the east and would obtain a large share 
of the commercial benefits of the open­ 
ing up of China. He believes that if the 
islands are to bo surrendered to Spain 
or to any other nation the United States 
has made a great mistake in allowing 
Admiral Dewey and General M erritt to 
take possession of the bay and city of 
Manila. 
“ If we withdraw now,” said he, “ we 
throw away this great opportunity, 
which has been opened and accepted as 
the manifest destiny of this nation. We 
close the door aud close it so that it will 
never open to us again. 
We shut out 
the far east from our influence and do 
it deliberately. We can never reconsider 
inch a step. It would have been far bet­ 
ter for our trade aud our influence, com­ 
mercial and religious, if Admiral Dewey 
□ad never gone near the Philippines 
We are confronted with this great op­ 
portunity at a time when the far east 
has become recognized as the coming 
center of the greatest commercial devel­ 
opment, aud when China is threatened 
with partition by the European pow­ 
ers. ” —Cor. New York Herald.

Prof mao r D raper's Bister Bat T h irty m a ­ 
ntes F o r H er P o rtrait. 
Elizabeth Flint Wade has an illus­ 
trated paper on “ Photography—Its Mar­ 
vels’’ in Bt. Nicholas. The anther says: 
The first accounts of this great dis­ 
covery are very entertaining reading. 
Professor Morse, the inventor of the 
telegraph, was in Paris when the news 
was published, and at once went to see 
Daguerre’s wonderful pictures. 
In de­ 
scribing them afterward he said that 
moving objects made no impression on 
the plate, for a picture taken of a 
crowded boulevard showed it as if en­ 
tirely deserted, with the exception of a 
man having bis shoes polished. The 
man’s feet, he said, were well defined, 
because they were kept stationary, bot 
he was without head or body, for these 
were in motion. 
To America belongs the honor of 
making the first photographic portrait, 
the artist being Professor John Draper, 
a professor and afterward the president 
of the University of New York. His 
victim was his sister, Miss Catherine 
Draper. He powdered her face, that the 
likeness might be more quickly im­ 
pressed on the sensitive plate, and for 
SO minutes Miss Draper sat—or, at 
least, tried to sit—as immovable as a 
statua 
The first class in photography was 
formed in Boston in the spring of 1840 
by Daguerre’s agent, Gourad of Paris. 
The Rev. Edward Everett Hale, then a 
student in Harvard, became an enthusi­ 
astic member of the class. In his diary, 
under date of April I, 1840, is this en­ 
try: “ On my way home I stopped at the 
shop and got my daguerreotype ther­ 
mometer. There seems to be a great de­ 
mand ; there were three or four others 
there.**

THE FIRST PHOTOGRAPHS. 


ProfNWor Draper'll Sinter Sat Thirty M ia­ 
uled For H er Portrait. 
Elizabeth Flint Wade has an illus­ 
trated paper on “ Photography—Its Mar­ 
vels” iii St. Nicholas. The author says: 
The first accounts of this great dis­ 
covery are very entertaining reading. 
Professor Morse, the inventor of tho 
telegraph, was iii Paris when the news 
was published, and at once went to see 
Daguerre’s wonderful pictures. 
In de­ 
scribing them afterward he said that 
moving objects made no impression on 
the plate, 
for a pictoie taken of a 
crowded boulevard showed it as if en­ 
tirely deserted, with the exception of a 
man having his shoes polished. 
The 
m an’s feet, he said, were well defined, 
because they were kept stationary, but 
he was without head or body, for these 
were in motion. 
To America belongs the honor of 
making the first photographic portrait, 
the artist being Professor John Draper, 
a professor and afterward the president 
of the University of New York. 
His 
victim was his sister, Miss Catherine 
Draper. He powdered her face, that the 
likeness might be more quickly im­ 
pressed on the sensitive plate, and for 
80 minutes Miss Draper sat—or, at 
least, tried to sit—aa immovable as a 
statna 
The first class in photography was 
formed in Boston in the spring of 1840 
by Daguerre’s agent, Gourad of Paris. 
The Rev. Edward Everett Hale, then a 
student in Harvard, became an enthusi­ 
astic member of the class. In his diary, 
under date of April I, 1840, is this en­ 
try: “ On my way home I stopped at the 
shop and got my daguerreotype ther­ 
mometer. There seems to be a great de­ 
mand ; there were three or four others 
there.’*

To be able to answer, “ I have my 
own piano tuner,” was in thoso times 
the correct thing. 
“ What beautiful pastry!” the guests 
would exclaim when a work of art, 
composed of ices and pastry, appeared 
toward the end of the dinner. “ Confess, 
prince, that it comes from Tremble” 
(the fashionable pastry cook). 
“ It is my own confectioner, a pupil 
of Tremble, whom I have allowed to 
show what be Cando,” was the reply 
which elicited general admiration.

The road will not cost mach to build, and 
the saving will be great in the years to 
come. East Liverpool will not suffer by 
the ohange, for it will have an excellent 
passenger service, and all the freight 
from the river division will of course go 
that way. If Sunday trains are placed 
on the line, connection with Smith’s 
Ferry can easily and probably will be 
made by electric line. 
At present the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg handles as 
much if not more freight than any 
single track division of the Pennsylvania 
system. Trains are long and hauled by 
the second largest engines owned by the 
big corporation. I believe only a few 
engines used in the Alleghenies have 
greater strength than the new freight 
engines on this line.

I am telling yon this because I know 
that at home in America we associate 
it with the English and put it in Eng­ 
lishmen’s months in our anecdotes, as 
if it were a matter of course that it 
should be used to give a local oolor to 
an English story. Americans come here 
and make use of the word for the comic 
value that they attach to it, and yet I 
assure my readers that if they tried to 
think of any really disgusting term they 
had ever heard and made use of instead 
they could not more startle or shock 
these English ears. 
English sailors have brought the 
word "bloody” to our shores—sailors 
and prizefighters and stablemen, and 
only such persons ding to it here. 
What we consider a very much fouler 
word has a vastly wider circulation, 
but is not considered as bad as 
"bloody. ” All this is very strange and 
requires a native to explain it, especial­ 
ly as "bloody” is merely the contrac­ 
tion of the oath "by our Lady, ’* which 
was more or less commonly used in the 
ancient days when this was a Roman 
Catholic country. 
The people who try to swear without 
swearing—who in our country say 
"holly chee” and "by Gripes, ” all use 
the word "blooming” over here. 
"I

GREAT DEMAND FOR THEM FROM ALL 
PARTS OF THE COUNTRY. 


High Price* Obtainable For Arm* 
Captured From the Spaniards—The 
Manner Rifles W ill Be Stored In the 
Springfield Armory. 


The latest invasion of Washington is 
by the relic hunters. From all quarters 
of the Union inquiries are pouring-in, 
some of them by word of mouth and 
some by letter, for particnlars as to the 
disposal of materials of war captured 
by our army from the Spaniards. Most 
of the relic hunters are unwilling to 
trust to the honesty of the regular curio 
dealers who profess to sell souvenirs 
of Santiago and the like, but there 
seems to be a general feeling that if the 
government would set apart such weap­ 
ons and accouterments as it may not 
need for its own use and sell them with 
a certificate of their authenticity they 
would command a good market It has 
even been estimated that a Spanish 
rifle which had been used in defending 
the enemy’s works against the assaults 
of our troops 
would bring a good 
enough price to purchase a new rifle of 
the best make for some American sol­ 
dier. 
In other words, it is believed that 
the government could take the entire 
stock of captured arms, obsolete ammu­ 
nition and equipments and with a lit­ 
tle advertising dispose of them for 
enongh to purchase an equivalent stock 
of new and modern material which 
could be put to immediate practical use 
in our own army. There would bo a 
precedent for this in the periodical ad­ 
vertisement and sale by the government 
of condemned weapons and ammuni­ 
tion. Most of this material is new and 
has never been brought into use, but 
bas been superseded by some more satis­ 
factory device. In this way it is often 
possible to pick up an excellent rifle, in 
as good condition as when it left the 
factory, for $2 or $3 which it would be 
impossible to purchase at first hand for 
less than ten times as much. Cutlasses, 
sabers, horse pistols, cavalry trappings, 
eta, are often sold thus for a mere song 
and are bought by ready made clothing 
dealers and other retail merchants, who 
present them to their customers as sou­ 
venirs of or premiums on large pur­ 
chases. Other lots are bought by col­ 
lectors who make a specialty of furnish­ 
ing museums and also by junk and 
curio dealers* in whose hands they are 
smeared and battered enongh to lend a 
color of truth to the labels pasted on 
them, purporting to give a truthful ac­ 
count of the bloody engagements in 
which they have figured. Another trade 
which was pretty lively at one time, 
about the period when more effective 
projectiles were superseding the old 
iion balls for cannon and mortars iii 
fortifications, was in such sphere* for 
use on the tops of gateposts. It would 


nave paid the government at one time, 
looked at merely from the pecuniary 
point of view, to have gone into the 
business of buying big mortar balls ut 
wholesale and selling them at retail for 
the ornamentation of entrances to geu- 
tlemen’s country seats. 
General Flagler, chief of ordnance of 
the army, has been advised by the ord­ 
nance officer at Santiago that our gov­ 
ernment will come into possession of 
about 20,000 small arms of all kinds as 
a result of the Spanish surrender. Or­ 
ders were recently issued that these 
weapons be placed at once on shipboard 
without the delay of packing them in 
cases. This was done so that the men 
who will have to do the work may not 
be detained needlessly in the fever in­ 
fected district. 
The arms will be 
brought to New York and placed in cars 
for shipment to the national armory at 
Springfield, Mass. The ordnance officers 
will put them on board the cars without 
packing them in cases, merely taking 
care that no gnu shall interfere with 
another. The most recent reports from 
Santiago show that there are bat 8,000 
Mansers in the stock of rifles surrender­ 
ed by the Spanish. These will be clean­ 
ed at the Springfield armory and stored 
there, at least such of them as can be 
fitted for further use. The other guns 
may be sold, but the war department 
officers profess to be not particularly 
anxious to advertise that fact, as they 
say they have had some unpleasant ex­ 
periences with relic hunters already, 
though they do not specify wherein the 
unpleasantness consisted. 
The property turned over to the Unit­ 
ed States at Santiago included, besides 
the Mausers, almost every other exist­ 
ing type of rifle. The latter the govern­ 
ment will in all probability make no 
effort to ase again. The cartridge belts 
also, which became the property of the 
United States, will be of little service. 
They are arranged to carry the carti idges 
in "clips” of five and are not serviceable 
with our guns. In the Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle the cartridges are placed in the gun 
one by one, and the gun is so designed 
that it may be used as a single loader, 
the magazine being detached or "cut 
off” for that purpose. Oar cartridge 
belts are deemed superior in style, and 
even in the event of oar adopting the 
Spanish type of belt for uniform pur­ 
poses there are American designs which 
in construction surpass it in all the 
qualities desired in such an accouter­ 
ment.—New York Post.

The latest invasion of Washington is 
by the relic hunters. From all quarters 
of the Union inquiries are pouring in, 
some of them by word of mouth and 
some by letter, for particulars as to the 
disposal of materials of war captured 
by our army from the Spaniards. Most 
of the relic hunters are unwilling to 
trust to the honesty of the regular curio j fected 
dealers who profess to sell souvenirs 
of Santiago and the like, but there 
seems to be a general feeling that if the 
government woald set apart snob weap­ 
ons and accouterments as it may not 
need for its own use and sell them with 
a certificate of their authenticity they 
would command a good market It has 
even been estimated that a Spanish 
rifle which had been used in defending 
the enemy’s works against the assaults 
of our troops 
would bring a good 
enough price to purchase a new rifle of 
the best make for some American sol­ 
dier. 
In other words, it is believed that 
the government could take the entire 
stock of captured arms, obsolete ammu­ 
nition and equipments and with a lit­ 
tle advertising dispose of them for 
enongh to purchase an equivalent stock 
of new and modern material which 
could be put to immediate practical use 
in our own army. 
There would be a 
precedent for this in the periodical ad­ 
vertisement and sale by the government 
of condemned weapons and ammuni­ 
tion. Most of this material is new and 
has never been brought into use, but 
has been superseded by some more satis­ 
factory device. In this way it is often 
possible to pick up an excellent rifle, in 
as good condition as when it left the 
factory, for $2 or $3 which it would be 
impossible to purchase at first hand for 
less than ten times as much. Cutlasses, 
sabers, horse pistols, cavalry trappings, 
etc., are often sold thus for a mere song 
and are bought by ready made clothing 
dealers and other retail merchants, who 
present them to their customers as sou­ 
venirs of or premiums on large pur­ 
chases. Other lots are bought by col­ 
lectors who make a specialty of furnish­ 
ing museums and also by junk and 
curio dealers* in whose hands they are 
smeared and battered enough to lend a 
color of truth to the labels pasted on 
them, purporting to give a truthful ac­ 
count of the bloody engagements in 
which they have figured. Another trade 
which was pretty lively at one time, 
about the period when more effective 
projectiles were superseding the old 
iron balls for cannon and mortars in 
fortifications, was in such spheres for 
use on the tops of gateposts. It would 


nave pain the government at one time, 
looked at merely from the pecuniary 
point of view, to have gone into the 
business of buying big mortar balls at 
wholesale and selling them at retail for 
the ornamentation of entrances to gen­ 
tlemen’s country seats. 
General Flagler, chief of ordnance of 
the army, has been advised by the ord­ 
nance officer at Santiago that our gov­ 
ernment will come into possession of 
about 20,000 small arms of all kinds as 
a result of the spanish surrender. Or­ 
ders were recently issued that these 
weapons be placed at once on shipboard 
without the delay of packing them in 
cases. This was done so that the men 
who will have to do the work may not 
be detained needlessly in the fever in­ 
district. 
The arms will be 
brought to New York and placed in cars 
for shipment to the national armory at 
Springfield, Mass. The ordnance officers 
will pat them on board the cars without 
packing them in cases, merely taking 
care that no gun shall interfere with 
another. The most recent reports from 
I Santiago show that there are bat 8,000 
Mansers in the stock of rifles surrender­ 
ed by the Spanish. These will be clean­ 
ed at the Springfield armory and stored 
there, ut least such of them as can be 
I fitted for farther use. The other guns 
! may be sold, but the war department 
I officers profess to be not particularly 
anxious to advertise that fact, as they 
say they have had some unpleasant ex­ 
periences with relic hunters already, 
though they do not specify wherein the 
unpleasantness consisted. 
The property turned over to the Unit­ 
ed States at Santiago included, besides 
the Mausers, almost every other exist­ 
ing type of rifle. The latter the govern­ 
ment will in all probability make no 
effort to ase again. The cartridge belts 
also, which became the property of the 
United States, will be of little service. 
They are arranged to carry the carti idges 
in “ clips” of five and are not serviceable 
with our guns. In the Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle the cartridges are placed in the gun 
or.e by one, and the gnu is so designed 
that it may be used as a single loader, 
the magazine being detached or “ cut 
off” for that purpose. Our cartridge 
belts are deemed superior in style, and 
even in the event of our adopting the 
Spanish type of belt for uniform pur­ 
poses there are American designs which 
in construction surpass it in all the 
qualities desired in such an accouter­ 
ment.—New York Post.

Chief Constructor Hicbborn of the 
United States navy iii an interview has 
the following to say about the results of 
the w ar w ith Spain and its effect on 
naval m atters, says the New York Sun: 
“ The w ar has taught us w hat some 
of us already held, th at the torpedo boat 
is not the formidable engine of war 
which it has beeu credited w ith being. 
The naval battles of the future, as of 
the past, w ill be fought by the roost 
powerful engines of naval w arfare that 
can he constructed. 
The battleship, in 
spite of its great cost, w ill continue to 
occupy the prom inent place. 
The tor­ 
pedo boat w ill have its uses, but they 
w ill not be the most im portant uses of 
a naval engagement. 
D aring the war 
just closed the torpedo boat w as prac­ 
tically of no use at all. Ju st before the 
outbreak of hostilities 
there was a 
great scare on account of the flotilla of 
torpedo boats aud torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers which was said to be on its way 
across the A tlantic from the Cape Verde 
islands. 
“ W hen the war actually came, we 
heard nothing more about them until 
they were destroyed. 
In fact, torpedo 
boats were not used by either com batant 
except occasionally for dispatch boats, 
a duty to w hich other craft m ight be 
more 
advantageously assigned. 
The 
Winslow, it is true, was sent into the 
harbor of Cardenas to reconnoiter, but 
this was gunboat service and not the 
work for w hich a torpedo boat is in 
tended. As for the Spanish boats, there 
was really nothing to fear from them. 
Sigsbee made quick work of the Terror 
off San Juan, although the St. Paul, 
which he commanded, was exactly the 
kind of a vessel, unarm ored and pre­ 
senting a full side, that torpedoes m ight 
be expected to inflict damage on. 
The 
Furor and the Pinion were among the 
very best and most modern of the de­ 
stroyer class, and yet the Gloucester, 
which is merely a converted yacht, de 
teated them both. 
“ The w ar haa taught us to rely on 
our great battleships and cruisers w ith 
absolute confidence. H itherto the ques­ 
tion has been open to fair discussion in 
the absence of any practical illustration 
of their work in actual warfare. 
But 
now we know w hat they can do. 
The 
two vessels whioh, as ships of war, 
have given the best account of them ­ 
selves on their m erits, w ithout regard 
to the m anner in w hich they were han­ 
dled—although that, of course, was 
above criticism w ith all our ships—are 
the Oregon and Brooklyn, and these are 
types of vessels which are likely to 
corno more and more in vogue, not only 
in the American navy, but in the navies 
of foreign powers. 
Battleships w ill be 
built more and more on the Oregon plan, 
w ith greater speed, if possible, w ithout 
interfering w ith their effectiveness as 
fighting machines, 
“ We can speak from actual experience 
now on a great m any questions w ith re­ 
gard to w hich we could only theorize 
three m onths ago. 
We know, for in ­ 
stance, that drydocks are needed large 
enough to receive our biggest ships and 
ntfmeroos enough to prevent the neces­ 
sity of their lying long w ithout repair 
or w ithout having their bottoms cleaned. 
O ar first class fighting ships have been 
in bad condition alm ost from the begin­ 
ning of the w ar sim ply because we did 
not have docks large enough to put 
them into, aud, although our smaller 
craft have been so nearly exempt from 
injury in actual combat, it has been 
impossible to repair them speedily be­ 
cause we bad not enough docks capable 
of accommodating even them. 
“ The w ar has shown, too, th at the 
bottoms of all our ships should be cop­ 
per sheathed, so th at they can be kept 
at sea w ithout the necessity of too fre­ 
quent docking for cleaning. At present 
not one of our im portant ships is copper 
sheathed. 
The only sheathed vessels in 
the uavy are the six gunboats of the 
Annapolis aud M arietta classes and the 
New Orleans and Albany, which we 
bought from the Brazilian government 
at the outbreak of the war. 
W ith cop-. 
per sheathed bottoms our ships would 
be at a great advantage in long cruises, 
such as are apt to be frequent now th at 
the w ar has brought into our possession 
far distant colonies. 
“ Perhaps the most im portant lesson 
whioh we have learned is the necessity 
of m aking our fighting ships fireproof. 
At M anila and at Santiago the Spanish 
ships took fire, and they suffered as much 
or more from this cause as from the im ­ 
pact of our shells. 
Now, it is not at all 
necessary th at a shell in striking a ship 
should set fire to it. 
It is necessary to 
have a certain am ount of woodwork in 
every vessel, although so far as ie prac­ 
ticable it is dispensed w ith. 
There are 
some things about even a fighting ship 
for which no satisfactory substitute for 
wood has over been found. 
But it is 
quite feasible to make such wood as 
m ust be used fireproof by a chemical 
process which has been employed in the 
woodwork of some of our gunboats. The 
wocd is mineralized, if you may use 
that term , by being im pregnated w ith 
phosphate of ammonia, aud after this 
process has bee# undergone it is impos­ 
sible to burn it 
Thoro has been some 


question hitherto as to tbe advisability 
of treating the wood of our w arships in 
this way, and various objections have 
been raised to the increase in weight, 
the damage done to clothes by being in ­ 
closed in chests made of wood so treated 
and so on. 
But all these objections are 
trivial when the aim to be secured is 
borne in mind. 
Tbe work w ill oost a 
little more, to be sure, but the addi­ 
tional cost cannot be considered in rela­ 
tion to the increased safety secured to 
our ships of war. 
I expect that in the 
future there w ill be no woodwork 
aboard an American m an-of-war which 
is not absolutely fireproof.”

Chief Constructor Flichborn of the 
United States navy iii an interview has 
the following to say about the resultsof 
the war with Spain and its effect on 
naval matters, says the New York Sun: 
“ Tho war has taught us what some 
of u h already held, that the torpedo boat 
is not the formidable engine of war 
which it has been credited with being. 
The naval battles of the fntnre, as of 
the past, will bo fought by the most 
powerful engines of naval warfare that 
can bo constructed. 
The battleship, in 
spite of its great cost, will continue to 
occupy the prominent place. The tor­ 
pedo boat will have its uses, hut they 
will not he the most important uses of 
a naval engagement. 
Daring tho war 
just closed the torpedo boat was prac 
tidally of no use at all. Just before the 
outbreak of hostilities 
there was 
great scare on account of the flotilla of 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy 
ers which wart said to be on its way 
across the Atlantic from the Cape Verde 
islands. 
“ When the war actually came, we 
beard nothing more about them until 
they were destroyed. 
In fact, torpedo 
boats were not used by either com ba taut 
except occasionally for dispatch boats, 
a duty to which other craft might be 
more 
advantageously assigned. 
The 
Winslow, it is true, was sent into the 
harbor of Cardenas to reconnoiter, but 
this was gunboat service and not the 
work for which a torpedo boat is in­ 
tended. As for the Spanish boats, there 
was really nothing to fear from them. 
Sigsbee made quick work of the Terror 
off San Juan, althongh the St. Paul, 
which he commanded, was exactly the 
kind of a vessel, unarmored and pre­ 
senting a foil side, that torpedoes might 
be expected to infliot damage on. The 
Furor and the Pluton were among the 
very best and most modern of the de­ 
stroyer class, and yet the Gloucester, 
which is merely a converted yaoht, de­ 
feated them both. 
“ The war has taught na to rely on 
onr great battleships and cruisers with 
absolute confidence. Hitherto the ques­ 
tion has been open to fair discussion in 
the absence of any practical illustration 
of their work in actual warfare. 
Bat 
now we know what they can do. 
The 
two vessels whioh, as ships of war, 
have given the best account of them­ 
selves on their merits, without regard 
to the manner in which they were han­ 
dled—although that, of course, was 
above criticism with all our ships—are 
the Oregon and Brooklyn, and these are 
types of vessels which are likely to 
corno more aud more in vogue, not only 
in the American navy, but in the navies 
of foreign powers. 
Battleships will be 
built more and more on the Oregon plan, 
with greater speed, if possible, without 
interfering with their effectiveness as 
fighting machines. 
“ We can speak from actual experience 
now on a great many questions with re­ 
gard to which we could only theorize 
three months ago. 
We know, for in­ 
stance, that drydocks are needed large 
enough to receive our biggest ships and 
numerous enough to prevent the neces­ 
sity of their lying long without repair 
or without having their bottoms cleaned. 
Our first class fighting ships have been 
in bad condition almost from the begin­ 
ning of the war simply because we did 
not have docks large enough to put 
them into, and, although our smaller 
craft have been so nearly exempt from 
injury in actual combat, it has been 
impossible to repair them speedily be­ 
cause we had not enough docks capable 
of accommodating even them. 
“ The war has shown, too, that the 
bottoms of all our ships should be cop­ 
per sheathed, so that they can be kept 
at sea without the necessity of too fre­ 
quent docking for cleaning. At present 
not one of our important ships is copper 
sheathed. The only sheathed vessels in 
the navy are the six gunboats of the 
Annapolis and Marietta classes and the 
New Orleans and Albany, which we 
bought from the Brazilian government 
at the outbreak of the war. 
With cop-, 
per sheathed bottoms our ships would 
be at a great advantage in long cruises, 
such as are apt to be frequent now that 
the war has brought into onr possession 
far distant colonies. 
“ Perhaps the most important lesson 
whioh we have learned is the necessity 
of making our fighting ships fireproof. 
At Manila and at Santiago the Spanish 
ships took fire, and they suffered as much 
or more from this cause as from the im­ 
pact of our shells. Now, it is not at all 
necessary that a shall in striking a ship 
should set fire to it 
It is necessary to i 
have a certain amount of woodwork in : 
every vessel, although so far as ie prac- j 
ticable it is dispensed with. 
There are I 
some things about even a fighting ship i 
for which no satisfactory substitute for : 
wood lins over been found. 
But it is j 
quite feasible to make such wood as j 
m ust be used fireproof by a chemical 
process which has been employed in the 
woodwork of some of our gunboats. The I 
wood is mineralized, if you may use ; themselves, as 
that term, by being impregnated with 
phosphate cf ammonia, and after this 
process has been undergo ac it is impos­ 
sible to burn it 
There has been some 


question hitherto as to the advisability 
of treating the wood of our warships in 
thin way, and various objections have 
boeu raised to the increase in weight, 
the damage done to clothes by being in­ 
closed in chests made of wood so treated 
and ho on. 
But all these objections are 
trivial when the aim to be secured is 
home iii mind. 
The work will cost a 
lilt lo more, to be sure, bot the addi­ 
tional cost cannot be considered in rela 
tion to the increased safety secured to 
our ships of war. 
I expect that in the 
future there will be no woodwork 
aboard an American man-of-war which 
is not absolutely fireproof.”

Their Monition Wan Right on 
on W ar R evenue B ill. 


D a n v i l l e , Va., Sept. 30.—Congress­ 
man Bailey spoke at Chatham, the coun­ 
ty st-at, yesterday in the interest of C. 
A. Swanson, Democratic nominee for 
congress from the Fifth district. Peo­ 
ple for miles around were in the big 
crowd to hear the Texan. 
In the course 
of his speech lie said that “no minority 
party ever passed through a war ses­ 
sion of congress with so much credit as 
did the Democrats of the present con­ 
gress. 
“The only important vote which we 
believed at the time we cast it, could 
ever become the subject of reasonable 
controversy, was our vote against the 
war revenue bill; and events nave com­ 
pletely vindicated our course in respect 
to that measure. 
We opposed the pass­ 
age of that bill because we believed 
that it authorized an unnecessary sale 
of interest-bearing bonds; and the con­ 
dition of the treasury proves conclu­ 
sively that we were right. 
When con­ 
gress convenes in December, next it will 
find that the surplus in the treasury, 
above the $100,000,000 gold reserve, will 
exceed the amount received from the 
sale oT bonds, thns demonstrating that 
there was no necessity for the govern­ 
ment to sell its bonds. 
“Our Republican friends cannot ex­ 
cuse themselves by saying that they 
could not foresee the early termination 
of the war, because every man who was 
reasonably well informed about the con­ 
dition of Spain understood that it was 
impossible for her to continue a long 
ana expensive struggle.”

W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 20.—The officials 
at the state and w ar departments wel 
corned the notice sent yesterday to the 
American people through The Asso­ 
ciated Press of the falsity of the stories 
describing the friction between the Fili- 
pauos and the American 
forces in 
Luzon. 
While the officials did not 
care to discuss the m atter for publica 
tion it was evident the main source of 
their satisfaction was the internal evi­ 
dence contained in the document that 
Aguinaldo had profited by the warn­ 
ings of the American commanders and 
had gracefully receded from the arro­ 
gant attitude assumed by him just be 
fore General M erritt left Manila for 
Paris. 
While there is little in the official re­ 
ports that tends to contradict what the 
insurgent chief says, still it must be re­ 
called that both General Otis aud Ad­ 
miral Dewey, in cable messages to 
Washington, have pointed out threat­ 
ening complications arising from the at­ 
titude of tee insurgents. 
The last ad­ 
vices received at the war department 
from Manila came from General Otis 
Friday last, and, while the officer re­ 
ferred to the agitation exhibited by the 
insurgents, he took care to state that he 
had troops enough in his opinion to 
meet any emergency. 
With tnis statement from the com 
ma ml mg general on the scene of activ 
icy fresh in mind, the war department 
explanation for the dispatch of fresh re- 
liitorcemeuts for the American army at 
Manila, namely that it is bat part of a 
movement originally planned, appears 
to w arrant a further inquiry. The navy 
department is rushing preparations for 
the start of the big battleships Oregon 
aud Iowa to Honolulu. 
The purpose is 
to have them .start on their long voyage 
by the end of the present month and 
according to the department calcula­ 
tions they should arrive at their destina­ 
tion by the end of January. 
There is 
little etlort now made to conceal the 
tact that the department will have the 
hinps mot at Honolulu by a dispatch 
boat with orders to turn their prows 
westward to Manila. 
Battleships of this character are not 
needed to keep the Filipano insurgents 
in order, aud their assembling in Ma­ 
nila in conjunction with the dispatch of 
heavy reiuiorcouieuts of troops for the 
Ami rioau land forces cannot but be re­ 
garded as significant. In well informed 
circles here it is said that the real pur­ 
pose of tho president in making these 
preparations is to lusnre the peace com­ 
missioners against any interference in 
their work oi disposing of tile future of 
the Philippine islands according to their 
best judgment. 
A long line of curious incidents to 
which one of the great European powers 
has been a party, has beyond question 
done much to cause a feeling of uneasi­ 
ness on the part of the administration, 
as tending to show a purpose to inter­ 
fere in our free action iu the Philip­ 
pines, aud this has been only slightly 
diminished by apparently frank dis­ 
claimers of an ulterior purpose, be­ 
cause the incidents continue quietly 
and in a manner calculated to avoid at­ 
tracting attention.

explanation of which, owning from 
native sources, it is true, but still bear­ 
ing marks of geiiuiueuess, is a purpose 
of acquiring either br seizure or by 
some secret pact with the Spanish gov­ 
ernment the im portant island of Pala­ 
wan.

Ab O pinion of W hat I* L ik ely to Kn- 
ia e by th e Inntitntlon o f a J o in t 
Span l*h -A m er lean C om m ission—R e­ 
m it of th e K etnrn of th e P h ilip ­ 
p in es to Spain—An A m erican P ro­ 
tecto r a te Said to Be th e Only Solu­ 
tion . 


Of the latest war nows the item that 
most closely concerns the far east is the 
announcement that the future of the 
Philippines, concerning which the U nit­ 
ed States government is clearly unable 
to make np its mind definitely, is to be 
considered by a joint commission of 
American and Spanish delegates. That 
statement, if authentic, as there is every 
reason to suppose it to be, may well 
give cause for anxiety to all who are 
interested in tho maintenance of the 
balance of power iii the far east, who 
desire to see peace prevail and com­ 
merce prosper and who are convinced 
that by retaining a large degree of con­ 
trol over the Philippines the United 
States would thereby be doing no more 
than assuming that position as a great 
power on the Pacific that it is right and 
necessary for her to acquire. 
It may well be asked why, in the an­ 
nouncement of the proposed institution 
of a Hispano-American joint commis­ 
sion for the determination of the future 
of the Philippines, there should be ap­ 
prehended any possibility of peril. Our 
reply is that the danger Is to bo found 
in tho presumption, in the fact of the 
creation of such a commission, that the 
result to be arrived at must be of the 
nature of a compromise between the in­ 
terests of the two parties to the discus­ 
sion. Compromise, to our thinking aud 
according to our estimate of the situa­ 
tion, would in such a m atter be fatal to 
the cause of lasting peace. 
To compare, in passing, the relative 
positions of the populations of Cuba and 
of the Philippines under Spanish rule 
it is true to say that while the easier 
opportunity for American intervention 
was apparent in the Cuban case, partly 
owing to proximity aud tho resultant 
commingling of commercial interests, 
yet the dire necessity for intervention 
from some humane quarter or other was 
far more clamant in the case of the 
Philippines. It is proper to assume that 
in both cases, Caba and the Philip­ 
pines, the main features of Spanish ad­ 
m inistration—call 
it m aladministra­ 
tion if yon w ill—were practically iden­ 
tical, and that therefore all the conse­ 
quent grievances and disabilities that 
ensued to the disadvantage of the two 
populations were sim ilar in nature and 
perhaps in intensity. 
Had that been all the mild and tract­ 
able Filipino population m ight never 
have showed intolerance of Spanish rule 
in the way in whioh their brothers in 
misfortune in Cuba have done. 
But 
within the Philippines there has existed 
for centuries a dominant power that 
has absolutely overridden the entire 
civil aud m ilitary executive aud by its 
influence over these has in effect held 
in the hollow of its hand the lives and 
fortunes of each individual Filipino be­ 
yond all hope of apical for protection 
to the ordinary tribunals of the law. 
We refer, of course, to the great reli­ 
gions fraternities who sway to their arbi­ 
trary will every power of church and 
state in the Philippines. 
Their mem­ 
bers, in many instances, are grasping, 
unscrupulous and vicious. It has been 
related by those who know that the 
honor of wife or the virtue of daughter 
of the unlucky Filipino is held at the 
disposal of the fraile on demand. Re­ 
sistance to such a demand means certain 
denouncement of the victim to the civil 
power as a “ Freemason” or a “ sympa­ 
thizer with inHurrectos. ” 
The civil official knows mach better 
than to question any ohargeof this kind 
emanating from such a source, aud the 
unlucky man vanishes, perhaps forever, 
from his family. 
What goes on iii 
Philippine prisons without trial in the 
way of torture, misery, thirst, starva­ 
tion, m utilation aud murder has been 
of late a common enough theme. These 
religious orders have, it is well knowu, 
been expelled from Spain. They have no 
existence in Cuba, but the unfortunate 
Spanish colouy of tho Philippines has 
been their happy hunting grounds for 
many generations. 
It is against the intolerable centuries 
of oppression and extortion at the hands 
of these religious incorporations aud 
their pliant tools of theoivil power that 
the Filipinos have entered upon their 
struggle, uow at last crowned with suc­ 
cess owing to the encouraging influence 
aud aid of Admiral Dewey. By this in­ 
stitution of a joint Spanish-American 
commission u h to the Philippines what 
is likely to ensue? First of all, it is to 
be remembered that the American dele 
gates will not be able to forget that 
Spain has been defeated, her fleets have 
been wiped out, Cuba removed from her 
jurisdiction, Porto Rioo surrendered, 
while the United States declines to oon 
sent to take over any of the undoubted 
immense pecuniary indebtedness of ei­ 
ther Cuba or Porto Rioo. 
Knowing all 
that and going into conference with the 
delegates of the defeated power with 
the express object of treating with them 


over wnat nas been apparently deliber­ 
ately left as an open question—the des 
tiny of the Philippines—can it humanly 
be wondered at if tile tendency in the 
mind of the American delegates will be 
irresistibly toward concession and alle­ 
viation of the terms, so as to enable 
?paiii to say that out of the general 
wreck of her colonial fortunes she had 
saved some shreds of her ancient digni­ 
ties and possessions? 
But what will all this mean? If it 
means, in any degree, a survival of 
Spanish authority; if it means the con­ 
tinued action of the slenderest powers 
of the obnoxious, cruel and extortionate 
religious fraternities; ii pt means that 
these (as of necessity always) are to re­ 
tain an arbitrary power of bending the 
civil, magisterial and judicial officials 
to their irresponsible will, then indeed 
will the last state of the people of the 
Philippines be worse than the first, for 
the very first impulse of the Spanish 
power, as much as may be left of it, in­ 
spired by the deadliest animosity of the 
frailer will be toward the crushing, 
the extermination, of every man and 
woman who had dared to strive for 
equity^isfcice, impartial government, 
freedom and liberty of thought, speech 
and action in the Philippines. 
For 
America the question is this: “ Is Amer­ 
ica, after rousing hopes, after counte­ 
nancing the shedding of blood in aspira­ 
tion to those blessings of liberty and 
justice which are the root and founda­ 
tion of national life of the United 
States, to abandon the simple people of 
the Philippines to a fate which to com­ 
prehend is to shudder at?” Of course 
America does not know. How can she? 
But it is right and fair to say, from an 
absolutely im partial and unbiased point 
of view—if there be bias at all it is in 
the direction of a desire to vindicate 
American honor and reputation for 
justice—that, whatever the 
cause of 
the Cubans be worth, that of the F i­ 
lipinos, from the poignancy of their suf­ 
ferings and the hopelessness of their 
sighs for the barest rights of humanity, 
deserves an infinitely deeper and more 
practical 
sympathy. 
Their spiritual 
rulers—we do not refer to the simple 
village secular priesthood, most of them 
true Filipinos—have been practically 
so many Torquemadas to them. Every­ 
body should know and understand what 
that means. If, then, the joint commis­ 
sion is to imply the smallest reassertion 
of Spanish authority over the Philip­ 
pines—aud the temptation to accord it 
is no small one—the American people, 
or their mandatories, will be responsi­ 
ble for the beginning of an interminable 
civil war in the Philippines, where 
uow, within the jurisdiction of Agui­ 
naldo and his civil magistrates, all is 
peace; life and property, even of Span­ 
iards, respected; revenue peacefully col­ 
lected and applied to public purposes, 
and all the decencies of good govern­ 
ment and justice faithfully and im par­ 
tially observed. 
Is that to be undone 
forever, with all the bitterness of disap­ 
pointment and despair such a result will 
entail? America must answer the ques­ 
tion ; she alone. 
But it is more than civil war that 
President McKinley will bring in sight 
if he sanctions so obviously risky a 
thing as this joint commission, w ith all 
its inevitable programme of compromise 
and concession to Spain, unthinking of 
all that that may mean to hapless m il­ 
lions who have burned their bridges be­ 
hind them and gone hand in hand w ith 
American soldiers and sailors to the 
liberation of their country from a rule 
that has proved itself Chinese in its 
barbarous indifference to the miseries 
of the ruled. 
We oannot believe it. 
If 
in America they oould realize the facts 
of the situation in the Philippines! But 
by the fact of the creation of this com­ 
mission they too clearly know not what 
they do. 
Then, again, is it not easy to see that, 
ouce graut Spain the most nominal re­ 
covery of her authority over the P hil­ 
ippines, or even a portion of the Philip­ 
pines, the way to external intrigue on 
the part of foreign nations, whom it is 
needless to specify, is thrown thereby 
wide open. 
Spain has been beaten in 
the war. Does America think that Spain 
will forget this or forgive it? What 
will be the inevitable weapon of re­ 
venge? A foreign combination certainly. 
Aud how can that best be promoted? 
Obviously by the opening up of a way 
for foreign intervention in the Philip­ 
pines which will be of such a character 
as to challenge and to break up uuy ar 
raugemeut that a joint commission may 
come to which recognizes any concur­ 
rent status of Spain aud the United 
States in the Philippines and any of the 
dependencies thereof. 
To the thougnttui and im partial De­ 
server there is but one way—only one. 
The United States most so act as at 
ouce to secure the permanent happiness 
aud liberties of the hitherto oppressed 
Filipino nation and to preserve the is­ 
lands from becoming the theater of ex­ 
ternal intrigues, connived at by Spain, 
which shall have for their object the 
extinction of the newly exerted and al­ 
together beneficent influence of Ameri­ 
ca in the far east and the disturbance 
of political power in such a manner as 
to paralyze the action of the peace lov­ 
ing and commerce promoting nationali­ 
ties already well established on the 
shores of the Pacifio—Britain, Japan 
aud the United States. The collective 
interests, political and commercial, of 
these powers are of an absolutely over­ 
whelming character, and tho less the 
chance of conspiracy to disturb those 
interests the better for humanity at 


I large. 


noes America deliberately mean to 
abandon in the far east its present mag­ 
nificent opportunity of usefulness to 
civilization? We refuse to believe it. 
The joint commission idea, even with a 
Filipino representation thrown in to I 
give genuine evidence and see fair play, 
is a peril to the interests of the United , 
States aud to the general interest of all , 
pacific nations—that, too, even if it 
were held at Manila, as it would need | 
lo be. The only solution is an American 
protectorate, ostensibly temporary, pea- j 
sibly, over the Philippines, thus at once | 
furnishing a lever for the liberation 
and elevation of a long oppressed and 
much enduring people and a security 
against the intrusion of disturbing in 
fluences permanently unfriendly to the 
United States and to the nations whose 
sympathies and aspirations in the I a- 
cific ocean are thoroughly consonant 
with her o w n .—Singapore Free Press.

By means of a large number of ob­ 
servations Mr. J. W. Tntt is able to 
confirm what has been stated by other 
observers that certain butterflies and 
moths are very much addicted to drink. 
In a paper published in the “ proceed­ 
ings’’ of tho South Loudon Entomolog­ 
ical and Natural History society Mr. 
Tntt says there can be no doubt that 
butterflies drink more than is required 
by tbeii tissues under any possible con­ 
ditions. 
He has known Polyommatus 
damon to sit for more than an hoar mo­ 
tionless except for the slight movement 
of sucking up and discharging the 
moisture almost continuously. 
What this internal bath may really 
mean cannot be surmised. Another im ­ 
portant factor as to this drinking habit 
is a strange one, the “ thirsty souls,’ 
as far as his observation goes, being al­ 
most entirely males. 
Possibly if exact 
observations could be made it might be 
found that females in small numbers 
also visit puddles, pools and streams 
for drinking purposes, but as far as Mr 
Tutt has been able to discover it is the 
males alone who indulge in these copi­ 
ous libations, while the females are 
away laying eggs. 
Moths aud butter­ 
flies of both sexes visit sugar, overripe 
fruit and similar dainties, but they do 
so for food. The males alone seem to be 
attracted by pure water, and Mr. Tutt 
suggests that, their extra activity hav­ 
ing originally given them greater need 
in this direction, a habit which was at 
first a necessity has become so pleasur­ 
able that excessive drinking has literal­ 
ly become a vice.

If oar churches would 
adopt this custom and these celestial 
sounds became associated with religions 
experiences, they m ight arouse the dor­

OUK FOREIGN POLICY 


E X -M IN IS T E R D E N B Y F A V O R S H O L D ­ 


ING ALL T H E P H IL IP P IN E S.

Mr. Charles Denby, for more than 13 
years m inister of the United States in 
China, is perhaps better qualified than 
any other American to speak in telli­ 
gently on all questions relating to the 
orient, and w hat he has to say there­ 
fore on the subject of the Philippines 
is worthy of special consideration. In a 
long conversation the other day tho re­ 
tiring m inister gave me his views upon 
the entire situation in the orient, aud 
especially the position which the United 
States should assume, so as to secure 
the greatest commercial advantages in 
those countries which are now opening 
ap to western civilization. 
So im por­ 
tant does he consider this subject of 
commercial expansion in the orient that 
he deems the question of the disposition 
of the Philippines largely subordinate 
to it and would solve it in the m anner 
beet calculated to insure the develop­ 
m ent of American commerce. 
“ H eretofore,” said Mr. Denby, “ the 
United States has been compelled to 
stand by in China and witness the strife 
of the other great commercial nations 
of the world to obtain advantages that 
were in many instances opposed to our 
interests. W hile G reat B ritain, France, 
Germany and Russia have obtained foot­ 
holds, naval stations and cessions of 
ports and territory we have made no ef­ 
forts in th at direction aud have not en­ 
tered a protest against the aggression of 
other nations. 
“ Now, the victory of Adm iral Dewey 
in M anila bay aud the subsequent tak­ 
ing of M anila have changed all this. 
We have a naval, m ilitary and com­ 
m ercial base in the orient, and it will 
not be necessary fur ne to take any posi­ 
tion on the mainland. 
The only ques- 
tion before the American peace commis­ 
sioners, 
in 
my opinion, 
should be 
w hether the United States should re­ 
tain the whole of the Philippine group 
or only the island of Luzon. 
I can n o tI 
conceive th a t it should be proposed to) 
keep less than the island of Luzon, and 
my own view' is that we should keep 
the entire group of Hie Philippines. It 
may be that from my long term of 
service in China my views as to the 
importance of that part of the world 
may be exaggerated, but now, after 
long waiting, we are offered an oppor-! 
tunity to take a leading part in the 
commercial development of the orient, 
and I, for one, hope that we will take 
such action as w ill be of the greatest 
benefit to the people of the United, 
States. ” 
I asked Mr. Denby w hat he thought 
would be the effect of the retention of 
only the island of Luzon aud the return 
of all the other islands to Spain— 
whether under such circumstances a 
larger force of men w’ould be required 
to preserve order and m aintain the posi­ 
tion of the United States than would I 
be needed if the eutire group should be 
held. 
“ It is quite possible,” said he. 
“ th at if we should return all the is­ 
lands but Luzon to Spaip and if Spain 


should succeed in re-establlsiiing ner 
authority over them the proxim ity of 
th at power to us in the neighboring is­ 
lands would generate friction, which 
m ight require us to keep a larger m ili­ 
tary force there than we otherwise 
would aud m ight endanger the peace. 
There would also be danger of a war in 
which we m ight possibly be involved 
if any of the other nations of Europe 
ehonld undertake to take control of the 
islands. ” 
I asked Mr. Denby w hether he thought 
it would be necessary for the U nited 
States to m aintain a large m ilitary force 
perm anently in the Philippines, if all 
the islands should be retained. 
“ There 
we come to the real point of most of the 
opposition to taking all of the islands, ” 
was the reply. 
“ It is the fear th at it 
woald necessitate a 
large standing 
army, and there are in the U nited States 
a large num ber of persons who are op­ 
posed to a large army. I would not un­ 
dertake to say how' m any troops would 
be required in the Philippines. That is 
a question for a m ilitary expert. 
I am 
of the opinion, however, th at after the 
islands had onoe been pacified a com­ 
paratively small force of men would be 
sufficient. Of conrse it m ight require a 
larger navy. ” 
W hile appreciating the importance of 
the trade of the Philippines themselves, 
especially in hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
Mr. Denby does not consider th at of the 
first importance in determ ining whether 
the islands should be held by the United 
States. He believes that w ith the Phil­ 
ippines in our possession and the Ha­ 
w aiian Islands as a stepping stone in the 
m iddle of the Pacific the U nited States 
would take a comm anding position in 
the east and would obtain a large share 
of the commercial benefits of the open­ 
ing up of China. He believes that if the 
islands are to be surrendered to Spain 
or to any other nation the United States 
has made a great m istake in allowing 
Adm iral Dewey and General M erritt to 
take possession of the bay and city of 
Manila. 
“ If we w ithdraw now, ” said he, “ we 
throw away this great opportunity, 
which has been opened aud accepted ai 
the m anifest destiny of this nation. We 
close the door aud close it so that it will 
never open to us again. 
We shut out 
the far east from our influence and do 
tt deliberately. We can never reconsider 
inch a step, it would have been far bet­ 
ter for our trade uud our influence, com­ 
mercial and religious, if Admiral Dewey 
jad never gone near tho Philippines 
We are confronted w ith this great op­ 
portunity at u tim e when the far east 
has become recognized as the corning 
acuter of the greatest commercial devel­ 
opment, aud when China is threatened 
with partition bf the European pow­ 
ers. ” —Cor. New York Herald.

T H E FIRST P H O TO G RA PH S 


Profoaoor Draper** Sister Sat Thirty Min­ 
ute* For Her Portrait. 
Elizabeth Flint Wade has an illus­ 
trated paper on “ Photography—Its Mar­ 
vels" in St. Nicholas. Tbeantbor says: 
The first accounts of this great dis­ 
covery are very entertaining reading. 
Professor iMorse, the inventor of the 
telegraph, was in Paris when the news 
was published, and at once went to see 
Daguerre’s wonderful pictures. 
In de­ 
scribing them afterward he said that 
moving objects made no impression on 
the plate, 
for a picture taken of a 
crowded boulevard showed it as if en­ 
tirely deserted, with the exception of a 
man having his shoes polished. 
The 
man’s feet, he said, were well defined, 
because they were kept stationary, but 
he was without head or body, for these 
were in motion. 
To America belongs the honor of 
making the first photographic portrait, 
the artist being Professor John Draper, 
a professor and afterward the president 
of the University of New York. 
His 
victim was his sister, Miss Catherine 
Draper. He powdered her face, that the 
likeness might be more quickly im­ 
pressed on the sensitive plate, and for 
80 minutes Miss Draper sat—or, at 
least, tried to sit—aa immovable as a 
statna 
The first class in photography was 
formed in Boston in the spring of 1840 
by Daguerre’s agent, Gonrad of Paris. 
The Rev. Edward Everett Hale, then a 
stndent in Harvard, beoame an enthusi­ 
astic member of the class. In bis diary, 
under date of April I, 1840, is this en­ 
try: “ On my way home I stopped at the 
shop and got my daguerreotype ther­ 
mometer. There seems to be a great de­ 
mand ; there were three or four others 
there."

We were a family of 8, occasionally 
of IO or 12 Baya Prince Kropotkin in 
The Atlantic, but 50 servants at Mos­ 
cow, and half as many more in the 
country, were considered not one too 
many. Four coachmen to attend a dozen 
horses, three cooks for the masters and 
two more for the servants, a dozen men 
to w ait upon us at dinner time—one 
man, plate in hand, standing behind 
each person seated at the table-—and 
girls innumerable in the maidservants’ 
room, but how could any one do with 
less than this? 
Besides, the ambition of every landed 
proprietor was that everything required 
for his household should be made at 
home by his “ own" men. 
“ How nicely your piano is always 
toned. 
I suppose Herr Schimmol must 
be your tuner?" one of the visitors 
would remark. 
To be able to answer, “ I have my 
ow n piano tuner," was in those times 
the correct thing. 
“ What beautiful pastry!" the guests 
would exclaim when a work of art, 
coni {Mined of ices aud pastry, appeared 
toward the end of tho dinner. “ Confess, 
prince, that it conies from Tremble’’ 
(the fashionable pastry cook). 
“ It is my own confectioner, a pupil 
of Tremble, whom I have allowed to 
show what be Cando," was the reply 
which elicited general admiration. 
To have embroideries, harnesses, fur­ 
niture—in fact everything—made by 
one’s “ own" men was the ideal of tho 
rich and respected landed proprietor.

“Large bodies move slowly, bat when 
the Pennsylvania company decides to 
make an improvement the work is 
usually done. They are long headed 
men, these heads of the great system, 
and they usually see a good many years 
m the future. 
That is why I believe 
the main line of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg will soon pass through Kens 
ington, Lisbon and Smith’s Ferry.” 
The name of the man who gave utter 
ance to the words quoted cannot be 
given here, but it is enough to say that 
he is acquainted with the plans of the 
company and knows as well as any one 
what will be done. Continuing he said : 
“For a number of years the Saline­ 
ville hill has been a thorn in the side of 
every man who has had much to do 
with the operation of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg division, and a number of 
suggestions have been 
made as 
to 
the best means of removing it. Surveys 
have developed that improvement is 
next to impossible,and it was determined 
to move in another direction. That ac­ 
counts for the published stories that 
another line was to be built. Several 
parties have been out, but no survey has 
been made this year, although an engi 
neer will go over the line soon. 
“The road w ill leave what is now the 
main line at Kensington, and going 
down the valley to Lisbon follow the 
old Beaver canal to Smith’s Ferry. 
There it will fit into the river division 
and continue to Pittsburg. Passenger 
trains will of course go over the line, 
but it will be principally for freight be­ 
cause it will be a splendid line from 
Cleveland right through to Pittsburg. 
The road will not cost much to build, aud 
the saving will be great in the years to 
come. East Liverpool will not suffer by 
the change, for it will have an excellent 
passenger service, and all the freight 
from the river division will of course go 
that way. If Sunday trains are placed 
on the line, connection with Smith’s 
Ferry can easily and probably will be 
made by electric line. 
At present the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg handles as 
much if not more freight than any 
single track division of the Pennsylvania 
system. Trains are long and hauled by 
the second largest engines owned by the 
big corporation. 
I believe only a few 
engines used in the Alleghenies have 
greater strength than the new freight 
engines on this line. 
“There might be another reason for 
this contemplated change in the hand 
ling of freight, but I am not going to 
tell you whether it has really been 
thought of. You know the Panhandle 
from Wheeling Junction, opposite Sten 
benville, is one continuous string of 
long tunnels, deep cuts and dangerous 
fills. Hundreds of freight wrecks have 
occurred there, and the property loss 
haB been enormous. Some day, and it 
may not be farther away than a year or 
two. all that freight will leave the Pan­ 
handle at Mingo, and go over the river 
division through Liverpool to the Con­ 
way yards. 
That is why so much 
money was spent at Rochester, or so I 
have heard, for every one knows the 
great yards established there can take 
care of much more freight than passes 
over the Fort Wayne.” 
That was the end of the gentleman’s 
story. He was urged to give some time 
when these things would come to pass, 
bat he only smiled and said there was 
no more to say, nor will there be until 
work on the new line is commenced,and 
Kensington will throw off its country 
airs to become an important railroad 
junction.

THE ENGLISH NOT PROFANE, 


L ittle B ad la n g u a g e In London Outside 
o f P ettico a t Lane. 
Little rough or rude language is used 
by the English. They even fight with­ 
out swearing and get very drunk aud 
noisy without employing strong Ian 
guage. They love to chaff aud guy eaoh 
other, and the crowds and the street 
people who drive horses and peddle 
goods and hang about the corners are a 
great deal wittier than most of us give 
them ciedit for being, but they seldom 
resort to bad language. I never heard 
much of it until I went to Petticoat 
lane, and I know a woman who has 
lived here two years and been constant­ 
ly about town who tells me that in that 
time she has only heard one oath from 
an Englishman’s lips. The worst word 
I heard in Petticoat lane was “ bloody. ” 
That, however, is the worst word I 
could have heard—in English opinion 
it is the foulest word there is. 
I have 
only heard one man use it and he did 
not speak it. He was very angry, and 
he spelled it. 
I am telling yon this because I know 
that at home in America we associate 
it with the English and put it in Eng­ 
lishmen’s mouths in our anecdotes, as 
if it were a matter of course that it 
should be used to give a local oolor to 
an English story. Americans come bere 
and make use of the word for the comic 
value that they attach to it, and yet I 
assure my readers that if they tried to 
think of any really disgusting term they 
had ever heard and made use of instead 
they could not more startle or shock 
these English ears. 
English sailors have brought the 
word “ bloody” to our shores—sailors 
and prizefighters and stablemen, and 
only such persons oling to it here. 
What we consider a very much fooler 
word has a vastly wider circulation, 
but 
is not considered as 
bad as 
“ bloody. ” All this is very strange and 
requires a native to explain it, especial­ 
ly as “ bloody” is merely the contrac­ 
tion of the oath “ by our Lady, ” which 
was more or less commonly used in the 
ancient days when this was a Roman 
Catholic country. 
The people who try to swear without 
swearing—who in our country say 
“bully chee” and “ by Gripes, ” all use 
the word “ blooming” over here. 
“ I 
can’t very bloomin well make yon buy 
this bloomin thing, but I ’ll ’ave a 
bloomin try at it,” is what I heard a 
street fakir say to a crowd the other 
day. There is no harm in that at all, 
and it is much more typically English 
than the word “ bloody, ” besides being 
decent. 
It is funny what mistakes nations 
make about one another. Over here the 
very smart thing in reporting the speech 
of us Americans is to make ns all and 
always call ourselves “ A murri cans. ” It 
may be true of us. This whole nation 
believes it But I never heard an Amer­ 
ican so pronounce the name of onr coun­ 
try, and yet I ’ve got a quick linguistic 
ear, which is a thing the English utter­ 
ly lack.—Julian Ralph in Providence 
Journal.

The latest invasion of Washington is 
by the relic hunters. From all quarters 
of the Union inquiries are pouring in, 
some of them by word of mouth aud 
some by letter, for particulars as to the 
disposal of materials of war captured 
by our army from the Spaniards. Most 
of the relic hunters are unwilling to 
trust to the honesty of the regular curio 
dealers who profess to sell souvenirs 
of Santiago aud the like, but there 
seems to be a general feeling that if tho 
government woald set apart such weap­ 
ons and accouterments as it may not 
need for its own use and sell them with 
a certificate of their authenticity they 


nave paid the government at one time, 
looked at merely from the pecuniary 
point of view, to have gone into the 
business of buying big mortar balls ut 
wholesale and selling them at retail for 
the ornamentation of entrances to g e n ­ 
tlemen’s country seats. 
General Flagler, chief of ordnance of 
the army, bas been advised by the ord­ 
nance officer at Santiago that our gov­ 
ernment will come into possession of 
about 20,000 small arms of all kinds as 
a result of the Spanish surrender.

ders were recently issued that these 
weapons be placed at once on shipboard 
without the delay of packing them in 
cases. 
This was done so that the men 
who will have to do the work may not 
be detained needlessly in the fever in­ 
fected district.

rifle which had been used in defending 
the enemy’s works against the aseaults 
of our troops 
would bring a good 
enough price to purchase a new rifle of 
the best make for some American sol­ 
dier. 
In other words, it is believed that 
the government could take the entire 
stock of captured arms, obsolete ammu­ 
nition and equipments and with a lit­ 
tle advertising dispose of them for 
enough to purchase an equivalent stock 
of new and modern material which 
could be pat to immediate practical use 
in onr own army. 
There would bo a 
precedent for this in the periodical ad­ 
vertisement and sale by the government 
of condemned weapons aud ammuni­ 
tion. Most of this material is new and 
has never been brought into use, but 
has been superseded by some more satis­ 
factory device. 
In this way it is often 
possible to pick up an excellent rifle, in 
as good condition as when it left the 
factory, for #2 or |8 which it would be 
impossible to purchase at first hand for 
less than ten times as much. Cutlasses, 
sabers, horse pistols, cavalry trappings, 
eta, are often sold thus for a mere song 
and are bought by ready made clothing 
dealers and other retail merchants, who 
present them to their customers ss sou­ 
venirs of or premiums on large pur­ 
chases. Other lots are bought by col­ 
lectors who make a specialty of furnish- j 
lug museums and also by junk and 
curio dealers^ in w hose hands they are 
smeared and battered enough to lend a 
color of truth to the labels lasted on 
them, purporting to give a truthful ac­ 
count of the bloody engagements in 
which they have figured. Another trade 
which was pretty lively af one time, 
about th© period when more effective j 
projectiles were superseding the old 
iion balls for cannon and mortars iii 
fortifications, was in such sphere* for 
use on the tops of gateposts.

Chief Constructor Hi ch born of the 
United States navy in an interview has 
tho following to say about the results of 
tho war with Spain and Its effect on 
naval m a t t e r s , says tile New York Sun: 
“ The war has taught us what some 
of uh already held, that the torpedo boat 
is not the formidable engine of war 
which it has been credited with being. 
The naval battles of the future, as of 
the past, will be fought by the most 
powerful engines of naval warfare that 
can be constructed. 
The battleship, in 
spite of its great cost, will continue to 
occupy the prominent place. The tor­ 
pedo boat will have its uses, hut they 
will not be tho most important uses of 
a naval engagement. 
During tho war 
just closed the torpedo boat was prac­ 
tically of no use at all. Just before the 
outbreak of hostilities 
there was a 
great scare on account of the flotilla of 
torpedo boats and torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers which was said to be on its way 
across the Atlantic from the Cape Verde 
islands. 
“ When the war actually came, we 
beard nothing more about them until 
they were destroyed. 
In fact, torpedo 
boats were not used by either com ba taut 
except occasionally for dispatch boats, 
a duty to which other craft might be 
more 
advantageously assigned. 
The 
Winslow, it is true, was sent into the 
harbor of Cardenas to reconnoiter, but 
this was gunboat service and not the 
work for which a torpedo boat is in­ 
tended. As for the Spanish boats, there 
was really nothing to fear from them. 
Sigsbee made quick work of the Terror 
off San Juan, although the St. Paul, 
which he commanded, was exactly the 
kind of a vessel, unarmored and pre­ 
senting a full side, that torpedoes might 
be expected to inflict damage on. 
The 
Furor and the Pluton were among the 
very best and most modern of the de­ 
stroyer class, and yet the Gloucester, 
which is merely a converted yacht, de­ 
feated them both. 
“ The war has taught us to rely on 
oar great battleships and cruisers with 
absolute confidence. Hitherto the ques­ 
tion bas been open to fair discussion in 
the absence of any practical illustration 
of their work in actual warfare. 
But 
now we know what they can do. 
The 
two vessels whioh, as ships of war, 
have given the best account of them­ 
selves on their merits, without regard 
to the maimer in which they were han­ 
dled—although that, of oourse, was 
above criticism with all our ships—are 
tho Oregon and Brooklyn, and these are 
types of vessels which are likely to 
corno more aud more in vogue, not only 
in the American navy, but in the navies 
of foreign powers. 
Battleships will be 
built more and more on the Oregon plan, 
with greater speed, if possible, without 
interfering with their effectiveness as 
fighting machines. 
“ We can speak from actual experience 
now on a great many questions with re­ 
gard to which we could only theorize 
three months ago. 
We know, for in­ 
stance, that drydocks are needed large 
enough to receive our biggest ships and 
numerous enough to prevent the neces­ 
sity of their lying long without repair 
or without having their bottoms cleaned. 
Our Aret class lighting ships have beeu 
in bad condition almost from the begin­ 
ning of the war simply because we did 
not have docks large enough to put 
them into, aud, although our smaller 
craft have been so nearly exempt from 
injury in actual combat, it has been 
impossible to repair them speedily be­ 
cause we had not enough docks capable 
of accommodating even them. 
“ The war has shown, too, that the 
bottoms of all our ships should be cop­ 
per sheathed, so that they can be kept 
ut sea without the necessity of too fre­ 
quent docking for cleaning. At present 
not one of our important ships is oopper 
sheathed. The only sheathed vessels in 
the uavy are the six gunboat* of the 
Annapolis and Marietta classes and the 
New Orleans aud Albany, which we 
bought from the Brasiliun government! 
ut the outbreak of the war. 
With oop-. 
per sheathed bottoms our ships would 
be at a great advantage in long cruises, 
such as are apt to be frequent now that 
the war has brought into our possession 
far distant colonies. 
“ Perhaps the most important lesson 
whioh we have learned is the necessity 
of makiug our lighting ships fireproof. 
At Manila ami at .Santiago the Spanish 
ships took fire, aud they suffered as muoh 
or more from this cause as from the im­ 
pact of oui shells. 
Now, it is not at all 
necessary that a shell iu striking a ship 
should set fire to it. 
It is necessary to 
havo a certain amount of woodwork iii 
every vessel, although so far as is prac­ 
ticable it is dispensed with. 
There are 
some things about even u fighting ship 
for which no satisfactory substitute for 
wood lias over bean found* 
But it is 
quite feasible to make such wood as 
must be used fireproof by a chemical 
process which bus b e e n employed iu the 
wo< ul work of some of our gunboats. The 
wood is mineralized, if you may use 
that term, by boing impregnated with 
phosphate cf ammonia, aud after this 
j recess has been undergone it is impos­ 
sible to burn it 
Yaere bus been some 


question Hitherto as to the advisability 
of treating the wood of our warships in 
this way, and various objections have 
beeu raised to the increase in weight, 
the damage done to clothes by being in­ 
closed in chests made of wood so treated 
and so on. 
But all these objections are 
trivial when the aim to be secured is 
borne in mind. 
The work will cost a 
little more, to be sure, but the addi­ 
tional cost cannot be considered in rela­ 
tion to the increased safety secured to 
our ships of war. 
I expect that in the 
future there will be no woodwork 
aboard an American man-of-war which 
is not absolutely fireproof. ” 


DEFENDED THE DEMOCRATS. 


Hailey Said Condition of Treaeury Showed 
Their Poftltlon Was R ight on 
on W ar R evenue B ill. 


Danville, Va., Sept. 20.— Congress­ 
man Bailey spoke at Chatham, the coun­ 
ty seat, yesterday in the interest of C. 
A. Swanson, Democratic nominee for 
congress from the Fifth district. Peo­ 
ple for miles around were in the big 
crowd to hear the Texan. 
In the course 
of his speech he said that “no minority 
party ever passed through a war ses­ 
sion of congress with so much credit as 
did the Democrats of the present con­ 
gress. 
“The only important vote which we 
believed at the time we cast it, could 
ever become the subject of reasonable 
controversy, was our vote against the 
war revenue bill; and events have com­ 
pletely vindicated our course in respect 
to that measure. 
We opposed the pass­ 
age of that bill because we believed 
that it authorized an unnecessary sale 
of interest-bearing bonds; and the con­ 
dition of the treasury proves conclu­ 
sively that we were right. 
When con­ 
gress convenes in December, next it will 
find that the surplus in the treasury, 
above the #100,000,000 gold reserve, will 
exceed the amount received from the 
sale of bonds, thus demonstrating that 
there was no necessity for the govern­ 
ment to sell its bonds. 
“Our Republican friends Cannot ex­ 
cuse themselves by saying that they 
could not foresee the early termination 
of the war, because every man who was 
reasonably well informed about the con­ 
dition of Spain understood that it was 
impossible for her to continue a long 
and expensive struggle.”
